The crime which caused the lynch- 
ing is one of the most brutal ever 
known of in this county. The two ne- 
groes confessed to murdering little 
Bessie Morrison, the 12-year-old | 
daughter of Mrs. Mary | lorrison, who 
lives near Dady, in the extreme west- 
ern end of Holmes county, whose body 


was found this morning in a pool of 
water between the Morrison homestead 
and the little school at Dady. 

Girl Attacked on Way to School 

The little girl started for school Fri- 
day morning alone, and the first inti- 
mation of a tragedy was when she fal!-- 
ed to come home in the afternoon. 
After a reasonable time had elapsed, a 
searching party was formed and, after 
a quest lasting well into Friday night, 
found the mangled remains of the little 
girl in a pool of water in a swamp 
near the girl's home. 

Her body was badly mangled, and 
the shrubbery in the vicinity told of 
the one-sided fight of the girl Against 
the two negro fiends. After committing 
the murder, the negroes dragged the 
body into a hearby swamp and threw 
her remains there, where they were 
found by the searching party.

He 
was trailed for some distance and shot 
by a posse when he refused to surren- 
Ger. 

With the shooting of the negro, 
those of both races armed themselves, 
and the rioting began late last night. 

Fighting Throughout Night. 

Throughout the night the meeting of 
parties of the two races was the signal 
for a resort to arms, fatalities attend- 
Inge many of the encounters. Finally 
the negroes ‘were driven to the cover 
of a heavily-timbered section, and the 
‘crowd of whites, about 200 in number, 
formed into posses and followed, scat- 
tering over a wide area. As the small 
bands met they clashed, and, accord- 
ing to those returning to Palestine 
tonight, in each instance the negroes 
were forced to give ground, finally dis- 
appearing among the thickly-wooded 
recesses. A small portion of the pur- 
suing party is still in the woods, but 
the majority have returned to their 
homes, and the outbreak is believed to 
have reached its end.

Dial MeetsSudden Death 
On Speedway Track. 


Was an Expert Driver With 
Considerable Experience--Be- 
lieved Car, Going 60 Miles an 
Hour, Struck a Stone, Which 
Caused It to Turn Turtle.

While driving a Marion car at tné¢ 
rate of 60 miles an hour, T. B. Dial, 
an expert driver, was almost instantly 
killed at the Speedway yesterday 
afternoon at 12:15 o’clock, when the 
machine overturned at the point where 
the Apperson Jack Rabbit and Chal- 
mers-Detroit collided during the races 
last fall. 

It is thought that the accident was 
caused by the car striking an obstruc- 
tion, which made it skid and turn 
turtle, the driver's skull being crushed 
end his brains dashed out on the track. 

Previous to making this trial] in the 
Marion the unfortunate driver had 
left a Fiat oar, entered for one of the 
events of the afternoon, which was 
driven by W. J. Stoddard, and had 
been making a speed of 80 miles an 
hour. Dial, although not a regular 
course driver, was anxious to give 
the Marion a try-out, and it was while 
doing this that he met his death. It 
is thought that a light rain falling at 
that time caused the car to skid s0 
much that it hit a stone. 

Car Went Through Fence. 

It was too late after that for any- 
one to aid Dial, for he was doomei. 
In a fraction of a second the car tore 
its way through a hundred feet of 
fence, turned completely over and was 
dashed down a bank. Dial was hurled 
upon a pile of rocks with the racer 
on top of him. 

Just as soon as the car overturnad 
it was seen that he was injured, and 
Dr. G. D. Bouchér, a physician living 
at Hapeville, was summoned. He ar- 
tived as the driver was dying. 

Just as quickly as men coulg reach 
the car the body was lifted from under 
it, and then hurriedly brought to the 
city to the private chapel of Harry 
G. Poole. Before this was done, how- 
ever, and before it was known thai 
he was dead, the Grady hospital had 
been telephoned to send out an am- 
bulance, but it arrived too late. 

Had Much Experience, 

Dial had considerable experience in 
the driving business, having been in 
it for five years. He had been in u 
number of cross-country runs, and wus 
also regarded as a skilled mechanic. 
About two years ago he drove the 
car of R. E. O'Donnelly to New York. 
and made a fine record. At different 
times he had driven cars for W. £. 
Wimpy. Harry Stearns and B. G. 
Btatham, in whose employ he was it 
the time of his death. 

He was married and leaves a wife 
and one child, a girl. He is also sur- 
vived by his mother and one sister, 
who live at Monroe, and by two brot..- 
ers. His wife was originally from 
Hogansville. The body will probably 
be taken to the old home at Wainut 
Grove, Walton county, for funeral and 
interment.

CEORCIA PEACH 
BRINGS FORTUNE 


Value of Crop Reaches 
$3,500,000. 


Marketed During the Season 
Which Practically Closes To- 


in History. 


Six thousand one hundred and three 
cars of Georgia peaches, with a total 
value of $3,500,000, is the tota] result 
of the year’s peach crop, the market- 
ing of which practically closed yester- 


ever marketed from Georgia, excelling 
the bumper crop of 1908 by several 
hundred cars. 

These gigantic totals were given out 
by Manager Flemming, of the Georgia 
Fruit Exchange, Saturday from the 
figures in hand up to date. There will 
probably be a hundred or more cars 
of peaches shipped from this state 
during the first week in August, then 
the season will be over until next 
summer. 

No one who has not followed the ti- 
tanic task of the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change can appreciate the labor in- 
volved in handling the biggest crop 
of peaches ever grown in Georgia and 
at the same time realize the most 
money the growers have ever received. 

According to the bulletins issued 
daily by the exchange showing the 
sale of fruit, the prices have ranged 
from $3 a crate down to §$1-a 
crate. This, of course, for good fruit. 
There have been a few cars of fruit 
which were not in good condition at 
the start for shipment reached the 
market in poor condition, and in con- 
sequence did not bring freight charges. 
But the average price per crate for 
whe peaches marketed through the 
Georgia Fruit Exchange during the 
season has been $1.30 per crate. 

This is $650 a car, or over $3,500,000 
for the season's shipment. This year 
the crop was peculiar. South Georgia 
had a bumper crop, whereas the crop 
was a partial failure in north Geor- 
gia. But even with that, the total 
zynovement of peacheg was over 6,000 
cars, 

The next largest crop on record was 
that growth in 1908, when, with a few 
exceptions, no grower made money, 
and it was then the growers called 
upon the roads to distribute the crop 
for, them. This request was turned 
down, and the exchange was organiz- 
ed to do this work. 

A grower prominent in the organi- 
zation of the exchange said: ‘Had it 
not been for the distribution made by 
the exchange in marketing this bump- 
er crop no one would have made money 
this year. As it Is, out of the $3,- 
| 500,000 for which this crop was sold 
| the railroads will receive $1,500,000 
|for freight transportation and there 
'is a profit of $2,000,000 to the peach 
growers of Georgia.” 

When it is recalled the growers last 
year, the first year of the exchange, 
with a short crop of about 2,200 cars 
received $1.60 per crate and this year,

DRINKING MEN PAY MILLIONS 
FOR GOVERNMENTAL EXPENSES 


Washington, July 30.—Over § forty 
million -dollars im the large cities of 
the United States goes to pay license 
fees. A 

The extent to which the drinking 
men help to pay the expenses of gov- 
ernment in thecities is indicated by 
a census eport’ covering the finances 
of the country for the year 1908 in 
the cittes having a population of 30.- 
000 or more. There were at that time 
158 such cities, but the complete fig- 
ures were available for only 151 of 
them, and these figures showed that 
in those places the licensed drinking 
places paid an aggregate of $41,950,- 
188. This was a gain of almost $3.- 
000,000 from. the preceding year, and 
of about $11,000,000 over the year 1905. 
The increase was due to the large fees 
exacted by most of the cities. 

Of the drinking places sanctioned 
by law there are no fewer than 67,131,

decrease within three 
4,000. The falling off 
was due largely to-thne fact that a 
number of cities went “dry.” Of the 
158 places, 24 had become “no license” 
cities when the canvass was made. The 
change was most marked in the south 
Atlantic states and least in the Rocky 
mountain region. 

The states claiming the largest num- 
ber of saloons to the: population were 
Texas, Wisconsinand New York, while 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Ne- 
braska claimed the smallest number 
in proportion to the people to be 
served. 

Galveston had one licensed bar to 
every 138 of her people; Milwaukee one 
to every 141, and Hoboken one to 
every 175. In Philadelphia, the frees; 
of large cities, there was one drinking 
place to every 758 people. Lincoln, 
Neb., had one to every 2,033.

Governor to Begin Prepara- 


tion of Address in Few 
Days. 


With the primary nomination for 
governor but 23 days away, the cam- 
paign is beginfiing to assume a live- 
li¢ér aspect. Around both headquarters 
there is the air of excitement and ac- 
tivity that bespeaks the approach of 
the end. 

Former Governor Hoke Smith on last 
Friday. afternoon published his 
nouncement of issues. 

At Brown headquerters the state- 
ment was criticised as being colorless 
and full of platitudes.

Within the next week it is expected 
Mr. Brown will state the reasons on 
which he is appealing to the people 
of Georgia for the indorsement of a 
reelection to a.second term.

Zoroaster the Prophet. 


The Parees are often called disciples “~ 


of Zcroaster. This man belonged to 
the Magi; he held the same faith as 
the wise men who followed the atar 
to the stable when Christ was born at 
Bethlehem. It is one ef the oldest of 
religions and was worshiped by Cyrus 
the Great. Zoroaster was a boy of 
twelve at the time Jerusalem was 
taken by Nebuchadnezzar. He 
in northern Persia and the old Per- 
sian writings chronicle many miracles 
as to his birth and life. 
through a period of religious prepara- 
tion, and at thirty received a revelation 
and came forth to reform 
creed of the Magi. He had many vis- 
lions. He saw the one God, and was 
tempted again and again by the spirit 
of darkness, but always came off tri- 
umphant. During his life he converted 
Vishtaspa, one of the great kings of 
that time, and his religion spread all 
over Persia. It was the chief religion 
there for many years, but is now be- 
lieved alone by the Parsees.

1 shall never forget my visit to these 
Towers of Silence. None but the Par- 
sees can go close to them, and it was 
through a Parsee of high rank that ! 
gained admittance. Climbing the hill 
with one of the gextons, ! made my 


way about through the paths of a gar- 


den comprising perhaps sixty acres of 
trees and flowers. I was shown the 
Parsee temple and then taken to 4 
place where I could overlook the great 
towers. 

At first each seemed to me a huge 
cylinder of white with a frieze or 
coping of mighty black birds. As I con- 
tinued to look the birds sprang into life. 
They raised their heads and craned 
their necks, and I thought they imag- 
ined us corpse bearers. A moment la- 
ter, a funeral made its way up the hill, 
and I saw that they were gaging at it. 
In front came the two carriers of the 
dead and upon their sholders lay the 
corpse of a baby, which was clad in 
white. The carriers had their faces 
covered, and behind them came mourn- 
ers on foot, in white clothing. All 
Parsees walk to their funerals and they 
dress much the same. There are no 
differences of condition at the Towers 
of Silence. 

“Naked we came into the world and 
naked we must depart from it,” said 
my old Parsee guide. “The bones of 
us all go to into these reservoirs, and 
the f'esh of the rich and the poor feed 
the same vultures.” 

As the procession drew near the 
birds grew excited. They flapped their 
wings and flew from one gide of the 
Tower to the other. The slope of 
the grating is such that I could not see 
the little body as it was stripped an:l

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Emma Bunting and Children in ‘‘Salomy Jane’’ at the Lyrie This Week.

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At the Lyric theater this week, be- 
ginning tomorrow night, Miss Emma 
Bunting and her company will offer 
for the entertainment of her admirers. 
“Salomy Jane,” a play written by Pau! 
Armstrong, who took several incidents 
from the story of the same name by 
Bret Harte in constructing his drama. 

It was originally written by Mr. 
Armstrong for Miss Eleanor Robson, 
now Mrs. August Belmont, and was 
used by her during her year’s en- 
gagement at the Liberty theater, New 
York, several seasons ago, and after- 
wards played by her on the road, she 
having once played it here in Atlanta. 
Undoubtedly it is one of Armstrong’s 
best plays, among such good ones 
as “The Heir to the Hoorah” and ‘“Jim- 
my Valentine.’’ 

Mr. Armstrong belongs to the same 
class of virile dramatists as Eugene 
Walter, whose “The Wolf” was given 
by the stock company a short time 
ago, and, like that other author, when 
he has any message to deliver he does 
so in a direct and forceful manner. 

The scenes of “Salomy Jane” are. of 
course, laid in California, necessarily 
requiring elaborate stage settings, and 
preparations have been made to make 
this production one of the biggest yet 
undertaken By the stock company, one 
Scene in particular to which attention 
is being called being the reproduction 
of a forest of giant redwood trees. 

The story of “Salomy Jane” has to 
do with early life in California when 
the mining craze was at its height 
and stirring times were common. The 
“vigilantes” figure prominently in the 
development of the story, the hero of 
the play, who is known Only as ‘t‘he 
man,” although falsely accused, being 
a fugitive from this primitive form 
of justice. He is eventually saved 
through the instrumentality of ‘“Sa- 
lomy Jane,” and everything comes out 
right in the end, in conformity with 
the well-known wishes of playgoers. 

Such familiar characters as Yuba 
Bill. Colonel Starbottle and others of 
Bret Harte’s creation, appear promi- 
nently in the play, and no doubt all 
lovers of this author’s works will be 
present in large numbers. Of course, 
the title role, “Salomy Jane,” wil] be 
taken by Miss Bunting. while “the 
man” is to be played by Mr. Whitaker.

The news of each day carries its owh burden of law ignored 
and life taken or jeopardized. 

On the North Augusta bridge recently, on the dividing line 
hetween Georgia and South Carolina, an Augusta policeman was 
shot, and William Grubbs, of Barnwell, S. C., was fatally shot in 
disorder in which Grubbs’ pistol played the main part. Another 
South Carolinian, Green, also “pulled his pistol,” and was narrowly 
prevented from killing the officer of the law. 

» In Macon, a day or two previous to the Augusta affair, a church 
“scrap,” in which several negroes participated, resulted in the 
escape of the two imprormptu pistol-toting duellists and the danger- 
ous wounding of two innocent bystanders. 

These are items taken at random from the reports of this im- 
mediate section for two or three consecutive days. 

The search was by no means systematic or exhaustive. Had it 
been so, it would have doubtless disclosed several other parallel 
“episodes” in Georgia; certainly a formidable total for states con- 
tiguous, for we have no moncpoly of the particular vice of pistol- 
toting. 

In Georgia, however, remedies for these widespread violations 
of law have been proposed, with what result? 

The invocation of the state’s constitution to shield law- 
breakers! 

That is the inevitable effect of the situation, when constitutional 
kildees proclaim that tentative statutes aimed at the suppression of 
the pistol-toting evil are invalid under our organic law; which is 
equivalent to saying that the constitution, framed to preserve life 
and insure order, points instead toward anarchy and disorder. 

It is as though positive evidence of wholesale crime were 
brought to the attention of a competent grand jury, with the latter 
body admitting the indictment, but declaring itself powerless in the 
premises. 

That is the condition when, as in the case of The Constitution’s 
poll of approximately a third of the counties of Georgia, it is disclos- 
ed that in their respective courts there is pending a total of 810 in- 
dictments growing out of pistol-toting. 

It must be further borne in mind that this total represents the 
residue after the winnowing process of the spring terms, and that 
‘t covers almost every pha$e of outlawry. 

The constitutional quibblers bring forward the same objection 
when it is sought to amend the judicial procedure compounded of 
technicalities, outworn precedents and rulings that tear large meshes 
in the fabric of the law through which the criminal may escape 
almost at will. 

Meanwhile, pistol-toting, grown insglent on immunity, increases 
at a steady pace. 

Other violations of law continue to pile higher their menace 
to the common welfare, with many devoted superior court judges 
acknowledging their helplessness. / 

Complicating the situation are juries minus backbone, that will

Following a series of experiments, the state entomological de- 
partment has found a species of seed that will resist the pest.

It is, by all those portents to which men attach value, to be 
assumed that destiny is about to begin the writing of a chapter of 
southern history and development which shall dwarf any similar 
narrative in the history of the nation. 

That is by no means strange or to be wondered at. A territory 
that controls a monopoly of one of the world’s greatest and least 
dispensable staples; that has within its boundaries the wherewithal 
to dominate or nearly dominate the steel and iron industries of the 


nation: that contains riches of the soil, latent and developed, that | 


have never been charted; that has water-power and fuel and timber 
and minerals in. a superabundance unestimated—may count with 
tolerable certainty upon a future of far-spreading proportions. 

If the automatic agencies of development are themselves work- 
ing on our side, it is no less incumbent upon us to accelerate the 
process. And that lies in encouraging the southern railroads and 
the southern people to demonstrate that persistence in publicity 
that has brought prosperity to those western states now sending us 
their best citizens. 

Equally, if the “south is the land of promise and prosperity,” 
the obligation is doubly laid upon the south to be a land of—sanity. 

Hundreds,of thousands of people of our own bone and blood 
are coming to aid us in the work of development. That means that 
within a few years we shall be faced by those problems inseparable 
from empire, from great and flowing wealth, from mighty aggrega- 
tions of capital and labor, from associations of producers and con- 
sumers and from the infinitely varied agencies that always in the 
course of history attend and complicate radical epochs of develop- 
ment. 

Poise, justice, vigilance, tempered with conservatism, will be 
the qualities needed in the larger era even now on the horizon. 

The south h.- alrcady given earnest of rebuking political and 
economic qualities and factors pointing in other directions.

BUSINESS MARKETING FOR SOUTH’S COTTON. 


Of particular interest to southern farmers and business men 
generally, is the announcement from Boston that the plan to intro- 
duce in this section the bonded warehouse and certificate method of 
marketing the cotton crop is approaching consummation. 

Only a few days ago the directors of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, without specifically indorsing Sully’s plan, placed them- 
selves on record as in favor of the bonded warehouse system of 
handling the crop. 

Undesirable as the practice may be, a large, perhaps the larger, 
portion of the crop is as yet raised upon the credit system. 

With the maturing of the staple, and the actual opening of cash 
tnarkets, the pressure of obligations has often compelled the farmer 
of few resources to sacrifice his product for a fraction of its value. 

That feature is bad enough. What is worse, is that the custom 
tends to congest the marketing of the staple in the brief period of 
three or four months, with an inevitable tendency to beat down 
prices and to feed the staple to the mills and the markets faster than 
either can assimilate it without a price-breaking glut. 

The sensible and business-like solution is to devise some pro- 
cedure that will extend the marketing process over a sufficient in- 
terval to assure that there shall be no conflict between the laws of 
supply and demand. 

That is the central object of the bonded warehouse plan. 
Through it,’ the farmer deposits his product in a warehouse duly 
bonded to assure protection both to himself and to the commercial 
world. For every bale he js given a certificate, stating the grade 
and quantity of cotton to his credit. The idea is to make these cer- 
tificates negotiable at banks and other institutions for a portion 
of their face value, well within the margins of market fluctuation. 

The system has long been in force in several of the western 
states in the handling of wheat and grain, and has proved to be a 
tremendous influence for steadiness in the market. Insuring a fair 
deal to the producers, it has also minimized the elements of glut 
and uncertainty for which liberal allowance must otherwise be made 
by the manufacturing consumer. 

There is no reason in logic or business why the plan, modified 
or elaborated to fit southern conditions, should not be applied to the 
marketing of the cotton crop.

Regardless of the specific merits of the Sully plan, or any other 
given method, it should not be difficult for southern financiers and 
farmers to cooperate in finding a feasible way out of a recurring 
situation that adversely affects the interests of both of them.

New York's Buffaloes. 

That to New York is due in large 
measure the saving of the American 
buffalo from extinction seems almost 
absurd, but it is a fact, nevertheless. 

The herd of domesticated buffaloes 
that has had the greatest prosperity, 
that has remained the healthiest, and 
hat sent the finest bunch of recruits 
to the new reservation in the Wich- 
ita forest is the New York Zoological 
park herd. It was in this city that 
the work of saving the buffalo was 
mapped out by the Zoological Society. 
Now 
the remaining animals has been stop- 
ped and that the creatures will be 
saved for future generations. The 
growth of private preserves througn- 
eut the country is a decided agent for 
the ultimate saving of the buffalo. 
since no one whe has a great game 
preserve nowadays seems to think 
his collection of semi-wild animals is 
complete unlesse he has a few buffa- 
loes. 

J P. Morgan. in establishing hs 
new western ranch, has decided that 
he will have a large herd of buffaloes 
and has made arrangements to care 
for them in the most scientific man- 
ner 

The herd in the New York Zoologi- 
c&| park continues to multiply from 
year to year, and it becomes necessa- 
ry every now and then to thin it out 
by exchanging a few for other ani- 
mals. Even Central park has done this 
It is believed that the ultimate fate 
of the buffalo will be to become 
thoroughly domesticated, as the ani- 
mal has a ready-money value for food 
and for its hide and hair. But the 
chief reason why szs0ologists hope it 
will be domesticated is that the buf- 
falo is easy to rear if properly under- 
stood.

The argument that won the day was 
that of mutual Americanism advanced 
by Mrs. Loagstreet. She told the sec-

glory. She thought nothing could be 
more fitting than the erection of this 
memorial to Colonel Sanders, who had 
been foremost in the command under 
Longstreet. on Federal property in his 


home town. 

The secretary thought so, too, and 
at once issued orders that establish a 
new precedent in American history. 

Mrs. Longstreet proposed to amplify 
the design shortly with two symbolic 
figures, the significance of which are 
explained in the following letter in 
which Mrs. Longstreet set forth her 
formal request to Secretary MacVeagh: 


An Interesting Letter. 


“Hon. Secretary of the Treasury, 
Washington, D. C. Sir: Permission is 
asked to locate on the grounds of the 
Federal! postoffice building in this city 
a memorial fountain to C. C. Sanders, 
colonel of the Twenty-fourth Georgia 
regiment, First Corps of the Army of 
Northern Virginia. 

“There should be no objection to lo- 
cating this memorial to a southern 
soldier on Federal ground in a city of 
the south. In the spirit of this nobler 
day, we all. north and south, are com- 
ing t@ know that whatever glory was 
won under whatever flag, in the great 
civil war whose passions have entered 
upon the sleep of oblivion, was glory 
won for American arms; and whatever 
valor was illustrated on whatever field, 
was the valor of American soldiers 
who recorded on the pages of immortal 
history, that Americans surrender only 
to Americans. 

“The chastened and strengthened 
south salutes the flag of our country. 
our flag forever! We thank God that 
it symbolizes freedom for all men, and 
that wherever it streams humanity 
shall see the breaking of a better day. 
Rut there is another fag we may not 
forget. The valor of the proud armies 
that followed that flag of tender memo- 
ries to the gloom and glory of Appo- 
mattox. will be told in song and story 
as long as the .hearts of men throb 
responsive to brave deeds. 

“A proposed elaboration of the orig- 
inal memorial design will make it tru- 
ly symbolic of the harmony which now 
does unite the people of all sections 
of the great republic, in a brotherhood 
more ancient than sectionalism—more 
lasting than hate. The addition con- 
templates two female figures; one, rep- 
resenting the south mourning for all 
her sons fallen for the cause that had 
to be lost in the birth throes of the 
stronger nation; the other, Columbia. 
erect and rejoicing that the flag 
which carries with it all the glory of 
our past and all the hope of our future 
waves above a reunited country with- 
out a star missing from its azure. 

“In testimony of the good will that 
binds all sections in closer bonds in 
the opening years of the new country, 
this petition is to the republic that 
fought and won, for permission to build 
on federal ground, in the empire state 
of the land that was conquered. a me- 
morial to the Americans: who fought 
and lost. forty-odd years ago.

TELLS OF WONDERFUL PROGRESS ON GREAT CANAL 
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Some of Zhe mammoth. mechinery— (Y 


By J. Lindsay Johnson. 

So intense has been the _ interest 
among so many people in the great 
Isthmian canal that I have promised to 
give a more Getailed account of its 
construction than I have given in my 
letters heretofore written, hastily, in 
passing from place to place. 

For nearly four centuries, or since 
old Balboa in 1513 discovered the Pa- 
cific ocean by crossing the Isthmus of 
Panama, this passage has been the 
dream of men. 

There is no spot on the map of the 
continent of North and South America 
where the world’s interest has been 
more intensely fixed, from a com- 
mercial point of view, than this canal 
zone. 

And now, after four hundred years 
have elaped, this dream of mankind is 
about to be accomplished, by the only 
power and in the only age that so 
gigantic an undertaking could be real- 
ized. 

Why It Could Not Have Been Built 
Earlier. 

There are two reasons 
great work could not have 
complished at an earlier date, with so 
little loss of human life, and at as 
comparatively small cost in . money. 
The two reasons are these: Medical 
science had' not compassed the knowl- 
edg® of sanitary arrangement, nor Tad 
the science of engineering grappled the 
bigness of the undertaking. In the 
first place, we have spent in buildings, 
habitations for men, storehouses, etc., 
including wire screens, Oil pipe lines, 
drainage, clearing up jungles and 
burning off the same, together with 
other sanitary arrangements of lesser 
or greater importance, about twenty 
million dollars. All this was absolutely 
necessary before the real work of 
building the canal began. 

This first and most important step 
was in charge of Colonel William C. 
Gorgas and his coworkers. Colonel 
Gorgas, himself a graduate of West 
Point, a citizen of Alabama and a son 
ef a Confederate soldier. 

So thorough has been this work that 
it is claimed, and undisputed, that the 
canal zone is as sanitary today as any 
part of our country, and the death rate 
is far below many of our cities. 

No Mosquitoes—Few Flies. 

Certain it is that there are no mos- 
quitoes and very few flies along the 
line of the canal.,, 

Each day a brigade of mosquito de- 
stroyers pass along with their pots 
arid pumps and spray each pool of 
stagnant water with petroleum, and 
this destroys all lower animal life. 
Drains are kept open, the sunlight let 
in, and other arrangements are em- 
ployed to destroy and keep down the 
flies. Our party spent nearly a week 
on the canal and at the hotels, and I 
saw only one mosquito and not more 
than a dozen flies; and, much to our 
surprise, the thermometer did not rise 
above 82 degrees during the week we 
were in the zone. 

It has been said that every crosstie 
on the’ Panama railroad marks the 
grave of some laborer or employee in 
the construction of that road; and we 
all remember how the coolies died 
like sheep when the French were at 
work on the canal. So, without this 
thorough sanitary preparation, it 
would be impossible to build this 
canal. Even if the negro labor em- 
ployed there from Jamaica and other 
islands could have stood the climate, 
our officers and white laborers could 
not have stood the ordeal; for, let it be 
understood, there are five thousand 
white men, Americans, employed in 
this work, and most of them from the 
south.

Zone Free from Fevers. 

It is a well-known fact that prior 
to this work yellow fever and otffer 
fevers, including smallpox and other 
Wdiseases, were never absent from this 
gzone. So marvelous has been the work 
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in bringing about this great change, 
the zone is now considered perfectly 
sanitary and free from all fevers as 
most parts of the United States. The 
next most important improvement is 
in the character of machinery employ- 
ed. The French had much fine machin- 
ery here, but all was too light for the 
work. 

The steam shovels we use, for in- 
stance, with the same crew, will handle 
five times as much earth as the French 
shovel. In other words, we will do five 
times as much of this kind of work in 
a year as the French shovel would do. 

Lack of Machinery. 

One of the chief drawbacks in our 
beginning was the lack of machinery 
of the proper kind, which could not 
be bought, but had to be made for the 
work in hand. For instance, the great 
craneway, so to speak, which spars 
the entire width of the locks, had to 
be built for the purpose, as no such 
gigantic structure was ever used be- 
fore in any work. This series of lifts, 
elevators and carriers places the con- 
crete in the great Gatun locks and 
spillway. 

It required more than two years to 
construct some of this machinery, 
hence it was not till the year 1907 that 
active excavation on a large svale 
was begun, when fifteen and a half 
millions of cubic yards were removed. 
This work was even then only half 
begun, for in the next year (1908) fnir- 
ty-seven million cubic yards were re- 
moved; last year (1909) over thirty- 
five millions, making a total for 
two years of seventy-two millions, or 
nearly one-half of the excavating to 
be done. On April 1 of this year the 
sum total of all excavations then made 
had reached one hundred and three 
millions of cubic yards. The total 
amount to be excavated in the begin- 
ning, wet and dry, by steam shovels 
and dredges, was one hundred and 
seventy-four million cubic yards. So 
there remained at that time about 
seventy-one millions of cubic yards to 
be taken out in all. 

Ahead of Schedule. 


In the meantime, work on the locks 
and great dams is steadily progres- 
sing.

It will be understood that fne tide 
rises about 23 feet on the Pacific side, 
while on the Atlantic side less than 
two feet. In this we find the wisdom 
of building a lock and dam canal] rather 
than a sea-level canal. In a sea-level 
cana] it is most probable at high tide 
the waters of the Pacific would come 
rushing through the canal with such 
force that it would wash the banks 
of the cana] into the channel and be a 
constant expense, to say nothing of 
the danger to ships which might fol- 
low. 

With the lock and dam plan the 
dams would naturally estop any rapid 
flow of water from either direction. 

Length of Canal. 

To recapitulate in brief: From deep 
water in the Atlantic up through 
Limon: Bay to the great Gatun Dam 
the channe] is about 500 feet wide and

Seven miles long, where it will enter 
the Gatun locks, and here rises 85 feet 
to the top of Gatun jake. This lake 
varies in width from 500 to 1,000 feet 
wide, and is about 24 miles long, and is 
supplied by the waters of the Chagres 
River and other smaller streams. This 
lake continues as far as Bas Obispo, 
where it enters Culebra Cut, which is 
cut for nine miles through the hills 
and is consequently much narrower at 
this point, being only about 300 feet, 
and continues on to Pedro Migue’. 
There it will be lowered by a dam 30% 
feet into a small lake 54 feet above 
sea level and about two miles iong, 
extending far as a dam at Mira- 
flores, where it drops 54 feet to sea 
level] On the Pacific side. The distance 
from this dam out to deep sea is elght 
miles, and channel is about 500 
feet on an average.

through the canal. Work began on the 
canal by Americans, May 4, 1904. and 
they expect to complete the work in 
January, 1915, at an estimated tota) 
cost of $375,000,000. 

Forty Thousand Men at Work. 

It must be remembered that there 
are 40,000 men at work on this canal. 
and very few of them doing any hand 
work—most of them working machin- 
ery from one end to the other.. There 


are no mules or carts doing the ex- ) 


‘at 


rin a similar manner, 


cavating. There are 5,000 Americans, 
all white, employed in the work. Neli- 
ther the American negro or mule is 
taking any part in this work—both 
too slow. 

Among many other machines, this 
force operates 14 steam shovels with a 
capacity of 103 tons, 32 with capacity 
of 95 tons, and in all 100 steam shov- 
els; cars with unloading plows, 1,806; 
steel dump, 1,800; locomotives, French, 
119, American, 160; un'oaders, 30; 
spreaders, 24; track lifters for remov- 
ing railroad tracks, 10, and many other 
Similar implements. 

The canal force is composed of two 
classes, the gold force and the silver 
force. The gold force is made up ‘of 
the officials, clerical force, skilled arti- 
sans, etc., and are paid in gold salaries 
according to rank. The silver force 
represents the unskilled labor. Of 
these, 5,000 are Europeans, mostly 
Spaniards. The remainder are mostly 
West Indian negroes from Barbados 
and Jamaica. About 4,000 of these are 
artisans and receive from 16 to 30 
cents an hour, but the standard wage 
of the West Indian is 10 cents an hour. 
The larger part of the Spaniards are 
paid from 16 to 20 cents an hour. 

The Subsistence Department. 

This department consists of hotel 
and commissaries. The commissary sys- 
tem consists of 13 stores. No goods 
are sold for cash, only for coupons, 
which are received for ail goods sold 
The hotel department consists of 19 
hotels for white gold employees, who 
are charged 90 cents a day for. meals. 
There are 18 mess halls for Buropean 
laborers, which charge 40 cents per 
ration of three meals a day, and 17 
kitchens for the West Indian laborers, 
who pay 30 cents per day for meals. 

The Gatun Dam. 

The great Gatun Dam, which wil! 
form Gatun Lake by impounding the 
Chagres River, will be nearly one and 
a half miles long and a half-mile wide 
its base, and about 100 feet wide 
at the top, and will be 30 feet above 
the level of the lake. The dam itself 


‘is formed of earth between two thick 


stone walls; and the spillway is near 
the center of the dam, has a concrete 
lined opening 1,200 feet long and 300 
feet wide, cut through a hill of rock. 
It will be fitted with gates for regu- 
lating the water level in the lake. 

The dams on the Pacific side are bullt 
though not so 
long, and have no spillway, the water 
being controlled by the one spillway 
at Gatun. 

Our party spent four days inspecting 
the work all along the canal, section 
by section. A spectal train was placed 
at Our disposal] for the entire time, and 
in charge of Col. H. F. Hodges, the 
chief officer in charge, and also the 
chiefs of each division, to whom we 
are greatly indebted for all courtesies 
and much valuable and accurate Infor- 
mation.

He is always good-humored, 
elways keenly interested in what is 
going on, and always ready to make 
friends with everybody. 

This friendliness makes 
mensely popular when he 
abroad. and, appreciating this fact, 
King Edward sent him on quite a 
large number of foreign missions. In 
deed, King Edward once suggested 
that he should add to his visiting 
card: “Monarchs understudied on th» 
short notice.” 

He has made, one may say, a spe 
ciality of christenings. He went to 
the christening of Prince of the As- 
turias, and had the honor of being 
chosen to reply at the state banquet 
for all the assembled foreign princess. 
and he also attended the christenings 
of the little Italian crown prince and 
of: the son and heir of the German 
crown prince. 

When he went to Japan to invest 
the mikado with the Order of the Gar- 
ter the prevailing opinion was well 
expressed by the little Japanese lady 
who said to him, in quaint, broke.

BY THE KING OF ENGLAND 


London, July 30.—It probably was 
some politica] service down in Corn- 
wall that recently secured Quiller- 
Couch his knighthood, nevertheless, 
every lover of literature will prefer 
to think that the prime minister has 
been guided entirely by an apprecia- 
tion of Sir Arthur Qufller-Couch’s 
merits as a novelist, qa poet, and an 
essayist in recommending him to the 
King for this distinction. 

Of late, we have had few books 
from his pen; but “Dead Man's Rock,” 
“Poison Island,” ang many other nov- 
els of their type are still a joy to a 
multitude of readers. Perhaps a great- 
er honor than his knighthood was 
confered upon Sir Arthur in 1897, 
when he was commissioned tofinish 
Robert LouisStevenson,s uncomplet- 
ed novel, “St. Ives.”

In connection with Lord Glenesk’s 


established journal, the “Morning 
Post,’ it igs interesting to recall the 
fact that at one time Charles Lamb 
was on its staff of contributors. This 
gentie essayist wrote largely for a 
column headed “Fashionable Intel- 
ligence;”’ in those days as Lamb says, 
“every morning paper, as an essen- 
tial retainer to its establishment, 
kept an author who was bound to 
furnish daily a quantam of witty 
paragraphs.” It was in this capacity 
that Lamb was engaged on the “Post.” 
Furthermore, his contract stipulated 
that in “the chat of the day, scandal, 
byt above all, dress” he should sup- 
ply six paragraphs a day, not one of 
which was to exceed seven lines in 
length, and the payment for which 
was to be 12 cents each. 

In his essay, “Newspapers Thirty-five 
Years Ago,” Lamb seems to have been 
rather pleased with the “sticks’’ of 
chat he contributed to the press; we 
now find that “Dan Stuart,’ his edi- 
tor, entertained a different opinion as 
to their value. “As for good Charles 
Lamb,’’ he said, “I never could make 
anything of his writings. Of politics 
he knew nothing; they were out of 
his line of reading and thought; and 
his drollery was vapid when given in 
short paragraphs fit for newspaper.”’ 


Some of the Baconians seem to think 
that Shakespeare couldn't even sign his 
own name. The other evening Sir Ed- 
win Durning Lawrence made tthe state- 
ment that he was “totally unable to 
write so much as one letter of his 
name.’ Moreover a prominent member 
of the Bacon Society in referring to 
Sir Edwin's astounding theory, stated 
that not one of the five legal signatures 
in existence which were believed to be 
Shakespeare's were his; even Mrs. 
Carmichael Stoper, who is not a Ba- 
conian, agreed that they were written 
by a law clerk. 

“But Mrs. Stoper,” coments this 
authority, “takes up the position that 
though the signatures are not Shake- 
speare’s, the discovery does not prove 
that Shakespeare could not write or 
was illiterate. It mght well be, she 
thought, that the signatures were writ- 
ten for him on legal documents, be- 
cause it was a customary thing to dv 
at that period.’’ 


The purchase deed of property at 


Blackfriars and the execution of the 
mortgage deed preserved in the Guild- 
hall and the British Museum are 
amongst these legal signatures. Sir 
Edwin says that experts have examin- 
ed them both, and have come to the 
conclusion, first, that they are in the 
same handwriting; second, that the 
Signatures were written by the same 
hand that wrote the body of the deeds, 
and last, that a clerk had written them 
both and affixed the signature at the 
end. 

Furthermore, the signatures to these 
documents is not “Shaxs’ as people 
have formerly believed, but “Shaxpr.” 
What has been thought to be an “‘s”’ for 
the last letter in the signature was 
merely the customary way for the law 
clerk to express “pr.” Other Shake- 
sperean signatures than those appended 
to legal documents and written by 
clerks are believed by Baconians to in- 
clude clever forgerles. 


A committee of Dutchmen has been 
formed at Zutphen for the purpose of 
honoring the memory of the illustrious 
Sir Philip Sidney, who assisted the 
Dutch during their struggle for free- 
dom against Spain. The name of this 
chivalrous soldier-poet, held in swth 
affectionate memory by Englishmen, ig 
well known in Holland, and his many 
admirers there are to erect a statue to 
him at Zutphen, where he gave up his 
life in the cause he had espoused in 
1586. 

One of the most interesting ‘of the 
books from the library of the late 
Bishop Gott, which is to come under 
the hammer at Sotheby's next month, 
is “Robinson Crusoe,” as published in 
“The Original London Post, or Heath- 
cot’s Intelligencer,” 1719-1720. This 
book is probably unique, since the only 
other copy Known, which is in the 
British museum, is most imperfect. It 
contains the following special preface 
by the editor of the journal: 

“If ever the story of any private 
Man's Adventures in the World were 
worth making publick, and were ac- 
ceptable when Published, the Editor of 
this Account thinks that this will be 
svld. The Wonders of this Man's Life 
eaceed ali that (he thinks) is to be 
found Extant: the Life of one Maa 
being scarce capable of a greater Va- 
riety. «. « The Editor believes the 
thing to be a just History of Fact; 
neither is there any Appearance of 
Faction in it.” 

The present copy belonged to Dr. 
Philip Bliss, the antequary and bibile- 
phile, who has added a letter from the 
original owney, and a MS. extract from 
T. Warton’s memorandum book, in 
which the authorship of the first vol- 
ume of “Robinson Crusoe” is assigned 
to Robert Harley, first Earl of Oxfor 4. 
This copy is also the first example of 
a feuilleton issued with a newspaper.

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CHRONOLOGICAL ARRANGEMENT 


OF REVOLUTIONARY HISTORY 


Of State of Georgia Is Pre- 
pared by Dr. W. B. Bur- 
roughs, of Brunswick. 


The state editor is indebted to Dr. 
W. B. Burroughs, of Brunswick, hon- 
orary historian end genealogist of the 
Georgia D. A. R., for the greater part 
of this valuable revolutionary history, 
chronologically arranged, veterring 
principally to Georgia events, whic 
she hopes will be of great service to 
chapter regents in arranging programs 
and in locating points of historic im- 


roe 19, 1769.—-At a meeting of 
many people of the province of Georgia 
in Savannah, resolutions are adopted 
condemning the several acts of the 
British parliament for unjustly taxfng 
the American colonies and pledging 
themselves not to use certain goods 


t to import duties. 

ahs eosin 10, ett wht a grand meet- 
ing in Savannah the inhabitants of the 
province of Georgia passed resolutions 
condemning the act of parliament in 
blockading the harbor of Boston, the 
act abolishing the charter of Massa- 
chusetts Bay and all acts passed for 
the purpose of taxing the American 
Lg nell 1774.—Certain other citizens 
met in Savannah and passed resolu- 
tions pledging their loyalty to the king 
and condemning the action of those 
persons who met on August 10. 

January, 1775.—-The commoners of 
Georgia, in general assembly met, 
and made declaration setting forth the 
rights of the English colonies of North 
America. 

April 19, 1775.—Battle of Lexington, 
Mass. First battle of importance. 

May 290, 1776.—Mecklenburg, N. 
declaration of independence. 

June, 1775.—A council of safety ap- 


pointed at Savannah. 
June 16, 1775.—Washington appoint- 


ed commander in chief. 
July, 1776.—This provincial congress 


is not recognized by the royal gov- 
ernor, “but, as the request is expressed 
in such loyal and dutiful terms, and the 
end proposed such as every good man 
should ardently wish,’ a day was 
named for fasting and prayer. 

July 4, 1776.—The first provincial 
congress of Georgia assembled in 5a- 
vannah, and, in view of the present 
alarming state of affairs, requests the 
captain general and governor in chief 
of his majesty’s province of Georgia 
to appoint a day for prayer that a 
reconciliation may soon take place be- 
tween America and the parent state. 

July 10, 1775.—-The first capture in 
the revolutionary war was made by 
Captains Bowen and Joseph Habersham 
at Tybee, with the assistance of some 
South Carolinians. Fach of these two 
Georgia men commanded a smal! 
schooner which pursued and captured 
Captain Maitland’s'scheoner near }jy- 
bee, loaded with supplies and 16,900 
pounds of owder. Nine thousand 
pounds of this powder was sent to 
Boston. 

July, 1775.—The previncial congress 
of Georgia resolves that “This province 
will adopt and carry into execution all 
the measures and recommendations of 
the late eontinental congress. “That 
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from this day we wili not receive into 
this province an oods, wares or mer- 
chandiae shipped rom Great Britain." | 
“That, if any merchant shall import, 
any ods, they shall forthwith he! 
sent back again without breaking any 
of the packages thereof.” “That we 
will neither import from Africa nor 
elsewhere after this day.’ 

October, 5, 1775.—Congress passed 
resdlutions for two armed vessels. 
This is the beginning of the American 
navy. 

1776—-Committee makes report 
a temporary constitution for the 
ince of Georgia. 

January 1, 1776---The American flag 
of thirteen stripes and the crosses of 
St. George and St. Andrew on a blue 
field, first unfurled over General Wash- 
ington'’s army at Cambridge. 

January 7, 1776—-Georgia council of 
safety organized at Savannah a battal- 
ion: Lachlan MelIntosh, colonel; Samuel 
Elbert, lieutenant colene!l, and Joseph 
Hlabersham, major. Twelve days later 
Major Habersham, only 24 years old, 
volunteered to capture his excellency, 
Sir James Wright, which he did on the 
evening of the 18th. Passing the senti- 
nels at the deor, he walked boldly to 
the table where his majesty's council 
was assembied, and laying his hand 
upon the shoulder of the governor, 
said, ‘Sir Jamies, you are my prisoner.” 
The council, supposing that he was 
supported by a large for¢e near by, 
fled through the doors and windows. 

January, 1776—-The continental con- 
gress passed resolutions ordering the 
colonies to raise battalions. While 
Massachusetts and Virginia were as- 
sessed fifteen battalions each, Georgia 
and Delaware were assessed one bat- 
talion each on aceount of their small 
population.

Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb Tells of 
What Has Been Accom- 
plished and What Is 
Now Planned. 


By Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb. 

The writer is not a very old woman, 
but remembers well when there was 
but a single house at Tallulah Falls. 
Wild, indeed, were the surroundings 
of that home. It was owned and lived 
in by a man named Beall and his 
family, a family of ten or twelve. The 
mountain tourist will recall the group 
of tow-headed children peering out of 
the rude openings from windows when 
the tired travelers appeared. Some wi!) 
remember the remarkable names of 
those children—a boy, Bonus Melior 
Optimus; a girl, Magnolia Grandifiora, 
ete.—-names probably suggested by the 
fun-loving tourist who came to the 
help of father and mother whe had 
“run out” of names for their children. 

Forty-five years have passed! the 
Beall family hag disappeared; the old 
home has been leveled by the wreck 
of years, and nothing remains to te)! 
the tale but a few old apple trees, 
knarled and worm-eaten. 

There is no _ greater 
civilization than the man who 
builds * railroad. The North 
Kast branch has not only made it pos- 
sible for the lover of beautiful scenery 
to visit with comfort and pleasure 
the falls, but it has brought light and 
sumsbine into the lives and homes of 
the mountaineers. 

A little village has grown up around 
this beautiful spot; mountain families 
have moved in; comfortable hotels and 
boarding houses have been built by 
the land owners; little stores have 
been opened by the natives; a credit- 
able photograph gallery maintained, 
and there are visable signs of prosper- 
ity and thrift. 

Slow Progress Made. 

But, what of the séhool? Slow, in- 
deed, has been the progress here. Up 
to within one year ago a little three- 
months school provided by the county 
was all these children had. The school, 
as it was, held in a little one-room 
cabin, with windows broken out, the 
benches hard and uncomfortable, was 
the county schoolhouse for these moun- 
taineers. No wonder they did not love 
their sehool, and no wonder the nar- 
ents found it a dffficult task to make

i do not think that anyone can blame 
me if I take what I believe to be a 
pardonable pride in having built up, 
in the hustling city of Atlanta, an of- 
fice practice that is second to none 
in the United States, and having built 
it up in a manner that has made it not 
only creditable to myself, but a credit 
to the community in which I live and 
to the whole southland. 

When I came to Atlanta nearly a 
decade ago. I was laughed at for my 
idea that an advertising medical office 
could be built up on straight, legiti- 
Mate lines and that an honest, candid 
Opinion could always be given to pa- 
tients. 

I have seen in that time a number 
of offices start here that promised “no 
cure, no pay,” and “we guarantee” a 
positive cure, and to cure cases that 
every scientific physician knows can- 
not be cured in five days; but to guar- 
antee a cure in five or six days. and 
ed own opinion was that such offices, 
while they might take in a little 
money for the time being, yet sooner 
Or later was bound to go to the wall 

I have seen eight or ten such offices 
digappear. just by magic: it may be 
that they made a little money for the 
time being, but they were not built 
up on a rock foundation, by any man- 
ner of means, and the mud soon waseh- 
‘ away from under them and left 
them with the only alternative of dis- 
ap ring as quickly as possible. 

nerally the methods of these peo- 
le have been to send out a circular 
etter that some distingulshed speciai- 
ist was going to be in the office for 
a Gay or two and thus try to bleed 
the people out of a little more money. 

I presume I might in the last few 
years have made a little more money 
by conducting my office on the same 
line, but I wouldn’t have had the sub- 
stantial office practice that I have to- 
day, and would not have the good will 
of my patients as I know I have. 

I believe firmly that good work in 
the practice of medicine is done by 
doing it tn a purely scientifiC manner. 
Medicine has gotten beyond the pow- 
wow stage, and above the chance shot 
prescriptions that was so common 
only two or three decades ago. 

The better we understand our casas 
the easier we can handle them, and 
the first thing essential to bring 
about a perfect cure is to have a per- 
fect appreciation of all the intricaces 
of the case and know what its exact 
pathological condition is, and then 
very often the very simplest of reme- 
dies will do the work. 

IT have no doubt that I could often 
secure a fee by promising a little 
more. but I had rather have the good 
will of those who consult me than t9 
promise them the earth for the sake 
of getting a generous fee. 

It was cniy an hour or.so ago that 
a gentieman came into my office 
with an affection that was only too

is entirely a nervous disarrangement 
of the joint, that no medicine can 
be given with any degree of certain- 
ty of doing him good; that all the 
money he spends for liniment and ap- 
Plications is about as much account 
as if he would toss it into the Chat- 
tahoochee river, and I advised him 
of this fact accordingly. There was no 
charge for my examination and ad- 
vice. I could not conscientiously ad- 
vise him any treatment, but I Dbe- 
lieve that I gave him advice that was 
worth many dollars to him if fol- 
lowed out. And I believe in the end 
he will get a thorough cure. 

This is the kind of work that I like 
to do, that I have always been fond 
of doing, and suppose to.continue as 
long as I am in the work. It is the 
kind of work that I demand of my as- 
socilates ang anyones who comes in 
my office can always be sure of re- 
ceiving that kind of advice, for I am 
frank enough to say that everything 
we meet with is not always easily 
cured, and it is possible that many 4 
case is not curable at all. But we will 
give them the best advice, the most 
conscientious advice that we can pos- 
sibly give. 

After I began these health talks in 
the Sunday papers I was sometimes 
right amused at some of the com- 
Inents I heard about them, and very 
many of the sod-ca'tled regular school 
of physicians could hardly under- 
Stand why it was that I wasn’t at- 
tacking fhe regular profession, but 
was inclined to give a few jabs to 
the crooks and fakirs, that had been 
advertising and claiming the earth 
when they didn’t have even a clod :f 
Girt to give in retufn. 

Well, the reason is perfectly plain, 
for I have the greatest respect for 
the medical profession-at-large, and 
only claim for myself that having been 
steadily in the work for over thirty 
years, the most of that time devoted 
to spectal practice, J naturally know 
more about the line that I have-been 
in than the man who has been in 
general practice. Just as the man who 
cconfines himself to the treacment of 
the eve. or the nose knows more 
about it than the genera] practitioner 
or as the surgeon is better qualified 
to do surgical work than the man whv 
has to devote all his time to a mis. 
cellaneous line of work and cannot 
confine his work to some particu; 
or specia] practice. | 

I a) not claim to have discevered 
any secret process that is going to 
cure everything, and aim to do good 
work on scientific lines, pure and sim- 
ple. I know that this must appeal to 
sensible people, and it is the sensible 
people that I want to see in my office. 
People that will appreciate good work 
and appreciate it enough that when 
it has been done for them, that they 
will feel justified in sending their 
friends and acquaintances to me, for 
this, I-belleve, is the best of all adver- 
tising.

the layman is usually about a quarter 
of a century behind the Doctor in his 
knowledge of diseases, 2nd we can- 
not blame the layman for his igno- 
rance, for he is not as well posted as 
he should be on the pathology of dis- 
ease, but there is really no excuse for 
the phyician being behind the time on 
this subject, and any Doctor who 
would Poo-pooh my remarks would be 
a man that would be so far behind the 
times that his community had better 
look around for another practitioner, 


for their death rate will certainly in- 
crease. 

The fact of the matter is, that the 
best opinion of today is, that gon- 
orrhea is one of the most serious, if 
not the most serious, disease that we 
have to contend with. In its mortal- 
ity and its effects on the general 
health of the patient and in its death 
rate, it is far greater than syphilis. I 
know that this is not the opinion of 
the layman, and many doctors will 
laugh at the idea, but it is a fact, 


nevertheless. And the best men in the 
profession throughout the world.know 
this to be the truth, and the further 


, we go into the subject the more and 


nfore we know about the disease and 
about the exceeding serious charac- 
ter, the more we realize the truth of 
this statement. 

While syphilis is serious enough to 
the patient, it is not as serious to the 
patient as it is to the offspring, ‘its 
hereditary influence is the most se- 
rious factor of syphilitic infection; 
but in gonorrhea this is reversed, for 
here the effects are upon the patient 
himself, and, secondarily, upon the 
innocent female, and in some cases 
upen the offspring. / 

I know that many people look upon 
this as rather a tabooed subject, but 
the quicker they look it in the face 
plainly, and realize the truth of it 
the quicker they will realize its se- 
rious character and means will be 
taken by the public, as far as pos- 
sible, to stamp it out. 

For years the profession looked upon 
gonorrhea as simply a local affection 
and treated it accordingly. and 
thought as soon as the serious symp- 
toms were allayed that the disease was 
cured. We know different today, and 
we know that then is the verv time 
the patient needs the most careful care 
and attention. It is safe to say that In at 
least 75 per cent of childless mar- 
riages, the sterility is due to gonorrhea. 
Of course, the statistics on this sub- 
ject are hard to procure with exacti- 
tude, for taken in the case of diseases 
of women, the lowest estimate that I 
have ever seen made has been over 40 
per cent of all the diseases of women is 
Gue to gonorrhea, and very many 
specialists in this line put the per- 
centage as high as 90 per cent; and 
surgeons have put all the operations 
on the female as running anywhere 
from 50 to 85 or 90 per cent, and it is 
safe to say that 5v per cent is a 
minimum of estimates that has ever 
been made on these subjects. Neisser, 
the great German authority, has made 
the statement that 30,000 blind per- 
sons are in Germany alone from the 
disease. The general estimate is that 
over 50 per cent of all blindness is due 
to gonorrhea, but these are only the 
secondary evils of the disease, for the 
effects on the patient himself, the 
various complications that arise from 
the disease is exceedingly serious. 

You don’t have to take my opinion 
for it. I am not making any wild 
statements or wild assertions, but any- 
one who will take the trouble to go 
thru the medical literature of recent 
date will find that my statements are 
very mild indeed. 
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Then, too, when it comes to syphilis, 
or specific blood poison, while, in my 
estimation, it is not as serious, if it is 
properly handled as gonorrhea, yet 
effects are exceedingly serious, 
there is nothing that needs such care- 
ful management, 
to detail as this;disease. And there 
is not a day goes by in my office but 
what I see the evil 
treatment. And by routine treatment I 
mean the giving of mercury, iodide of 
potash, etc., and the usual routine

, ash, etc., does more harm than good in 
such thoro attention | 
of 


effects of routine: 
‘for these are among the most difficult 


manner without making a thoro in- 
vestigation of the patient and know- 
ing just exactly what the needs of the 
patient are. 

Just as I said to a patient a few 
hours ago, who consulted me for the 
disease who has had it four or five 
years, and is still in the active stages 
of the disease. which I consider un- 
pardonable. For the most part, he has 
been taking treatment steadily all of 
this time; he has taken medicines that 
are really good medicines, but not with 
the attention to detail, not with the 
careful methods that he sheuld have 
had; the consequence is the ravages 
of the disease are going on. Just as I 
said to him, if a man wants to go to 
Ponce de Leon and a man tells him the 
best way to get there is on the trolley 
ear, if he would go down to the corner 
and board the first car that comes 
along. he might land at the stock yard, 
in West End, or Brookwood. or any 
other of the suburbs of Atlanta. But 
he is more exact than that if he knows 
what he is about, for he will ask what 
ear to take and take the proper car 
to reach his destination. 

Just so it is in the giving of medi- 
cine; it isn’t a case in the case of 
syphilis, of knowing that mercury is 
good, or that iodide is good, or some 
other preparation is good for the dis- 
ease: it is knowing how to give it, and 
when to give it. And in what stage to 
give it to get the best effects. 

It seems to me that this must ap- 
peal to anyone’s common sense, and, 
as I have said before in some .of my 
talks, the true knowledge of science is 
based after all, on common sense. 

Of course, we have known the dis- 
ease not for years alone, but for cen- 
turies, and yet it is during the last 
couple of decades that many of the 
vital points have been brought out 
about the disease that makes it possi- 
ble for us to handle it with perfect 
certainty. 

I have no sympathy with those con- 
cerns that pretend to have some spe- 
cific treatment, that they have found 
out by some hidden means, that is 
going to cure the disease quickly, for 
there is nothing to it. I have investi- 
gated all of those things, and there 
is not a treatment that I do not know 
something about, and know where its 
fallacies are. And I can say to the pub- 
lic with the greatest sincerity and the 
utmost confidence that what the pa- 
tient needs that has syphilis is a thor- 
ough and careful understanding of the 
disease, and then a thorough knowl- 
edge of the medicines necessary to use, 
and how to use them with the best 
skill in order to get the best results. 

As I have mentioned before, the fact 
about the disease, the so-called later 
symptoms of the disease, that Fournier 
gave the name to of parasyphilids, is 
one of the most interesting things 
that has come to the attention of the 
specialist in this line for many years. 
It explains why’ mercury, lodide of pot- 


and why a different line 
treatment is essential in meeting 
the difficult symptoms.that we often 
meet in the later stages of the disease, 


many cases, 


things that we have to contend with, 
and are not always easy to handle, 


even by one who has used his best en- * 
deavors for years to find out all that is 
possible, and to give the patient the 
very best there is to be had. 
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If I have stood in my articles for 
thorough diagnosis, careful attention 
to details in the treatment of these 
eases; if I have repeated these facts 
over and over again, who can blame 
me? For I know that it works out for 
the good of the patient more than any 
other single fact. 

In chronic diseases generally, the 
diagnosis is the important thing, above 
everything else, and patients quite 
often come in to me who seem to think 
because I have placed so much stress 
upon chronic gonorrhea, syphilis, etc., 
that it is about the only thing that I 
pay any attention to. This is wrong. 
For my work, and the work of my of- 
fice. is chronic diseases in genera). and 
there is no office in the country, I ex- 
cept none, that is better equipped for 
the thoro diagnosis of kidney trou- 
bles, b'ood diseases in general, as well 
as those serious diseases, that follow 
very often serious acute diseases, and 
are the sequels of such things as La- 
Grippe, Typhoid Fever, Malaria, etc. 

So that I feeb that anyone sufferin 
from any chronic disease, can consu 
me with perfect confidefice that they 
will have a thoro diagnosis mede 
of their case and get the best advice 
that can be given anywhere, I except 
none. 

Everybody knows that the south ts 
entering into an era of prosperity and 
development that, in my humble esti. 
mation, will far surpass the develop- 
ments of the far west during the last 
few decades, and I believe that the 
southland is entitled to an office for 
the investigation of disease that is the 
equal of anything from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 

And it is my ambition to make my 
office not only. the equal, but the su- 
perior of anything in the line. 

Not only that, but I propose that my 
office in the future, as in the past, 
shall always stand for good morals, 
for I believe that true physiology 
teaches morality first, last and al) the 
time: and if anyone ever hears of any- 
thing emanating from my office that is 
not in the line of good morals, they 
will just iet me Know, you can just 
make up your mind that I will put a 
quietus upen it very quickly. 

I have never known a Doctor In my 
life to allow a patient to think that it 
was physiological to ever stray from 
the true line of morality, that was a 
good doctor And I have always found 
such men to be very poor Doctors, in- 
deed.

The revised excise regulations in re- 
gard to tobacco growing in Ireland are 
more favorable to the industry than 
those previously in force. 

In future any grower of the plant 
possessing facilities more than ade- 
quate for rehandling and curing his 
own growth of the crop, or in combina- 
neighbors’ crops, may 
contract with small farmers in his own 
immediate neighborhood to grow not 
more than an additiona)] acre of pipe 
tobacco, on the understanding that he 
(the principal grower) is to purchase 
the neighbor's tobacco immediately the 
“curing” is finished by the small grow- 
er, and afterwards deal wit ts hand- 
ling and sale in bond unt!) dftposed of 
in the market as a commercial to- 
bacco. 

If the regulations under which the 
increased crop is grown are carried out 
to the satisfaction of the officials of, 
that service, the principal grower who 
rehandles and disposes of the cured 
tobacco in bond will receive a bonus 
of $125 per acre per annum, or such 
proportion of this sum as the results 
merit, as judged by the department's 
officials.

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_ WHAT TO TAKE TO EUROPE — 
TOLD BY ATLANTA WOMAN 


What to wear while traveling in 
Furope, was the theme of some good 
edvice given by an Atlanta woman who 
has traveled abroad many times. She 
edvised against much baggage, no 
matter whether the party was to tour 
or settle down in one or two places. 

“For instance,” she said, “a woman 
can get along with two traveling or 
walking gowns, a lingerie gown and 
a black chiffon evening gown; a 
fculard silk is useful, and two wraps, 
one heavy for motoring, the other light 
for driving and similar occasions. For 
afternoon and evening, wear the all- 
biack hat ig the safest purchase, and 
@ small toque hat for traveling. The 
Wrapper should be of a soft dark ma- 
terial, easy to roll up with the other 
necessities in the traveling bag. 

“On a first trip people generally 
load up with too many clothes, and 
they soon find luggage a burden, and 
packing the same. The fewer things 
the better, and women should strive 
for the appropriateness of things, 
rather than elaborate detall. 

“Except at the resorts, and there in 
o limited degree, women affect dress- 
ing far less in Europe than they do 
én America,” said this woman, “and I 
am sorry to say that the loud-pro- 
nounced dressing that is seen is in- 
dulged in by the type of American 
the English playwright selects for his 
comedies. 

Keonomical] French Women. 

“No one can doubt that the French 
woman knows better than any woman 
in the world the art of dressing; it is 
instinctive as well as a part of a 
training, yet the French woman fy the 
most-.economical woman in the world. 
The economics of dress are a study 
with her, and she laughs at her ex- 
travagant sisters of other nations who 
enrich Paris shops by their purchase 
of over-costly gowns. 

“They study themselves—thelir indi- 
vidual type—and the French woman 
knows how to adapt style to what Is 
becoming.

to style, but rather to what framing

“I once recall a dinner I attended,” 
continued the Atlanta woman in inter- 
esting vein, “where the company, the 
guests of a distinguished American in 
Paris, included, among others, a group 
of French people of the most exclusive 
Parisian life—when the women had 
their coffee in the drawing room—the 
conversation turned to dress.

Limited Allowance 

“The amount she stated I do not re- 
call, but it seemed so small all the 
women exclaimed at it’ doubffully.

C. Horace McCall Company 
Sends Communication to 
the Legislature. 


The C. Horac® McCall Co., of Atlanta, | 
has addressed a communication to the 


ment of legislation to require cotton 


compresses to better tie compressed 
cotton to prevent loss and damage in 
shipment. The communication follows: 


To the Members of the Georgia Legislature: 

A few months ago we filed petition with the 
railroad commission of Gedrgia asking in said 
petition that comgresses of this state be not al- 
lowed to place spliced. or riveted ties on com- 
After a hearing of said case the 
commission decided,jafter advice of their counsel, 
that they did not fave authority to compel the 
compresses to céeasé doing this. 

Now, this legisfature should so amend the law 
as to allow th commission this power or to 
pass a law to pfevent any compress in the state 
from putting spliced or riveted ties on compress 
cotton. These ties are not strong enough to 
hold the cotton after same has been compressed, 
and the cotton, therefore, comes apart, and this 
is the direct cause of our cotton going to export 
in such dilapidated condition, which we all know 
is true, and has cost the osuth millions of dollars 
for no good reason. 

The extra cost for the two extra ties they 
would be required to put on would not cost the 
compreses more than 2 cents each tie, or 4 cents 
per bale extra. To explain this: When the cot- 
ton bales arrive at compress the bales have six 
ties on them (not riveted). As these ties are 
too long the ends are cut off and riveted together 
or spliced, making two more ties, which are put 
on, as the compress bales have eight ties. These 
riveted ties are not as strong as the whole ties, 
and. therefore. come apart and the cotton ts left 
ragged an® exposed to dust, dirt, etc., which has 
to be picked off on arrival at Liverpool, or ite 
destination, which causes a loss of several pounds 
per Dale. 

Now, who peys this loss? The 
farmer. The ioss is figured out by the first 
buyer as the lost has to be paid Every paper 
or magazine that is friendly to cotton is at |ib- 
erty to use this letter as they see fit, and we 
haope they will take this up in such @ manner as 
to put a stop to this practice that has been In

ROFS TO BUILD - 
$40,000 CHURCH 


One of the largest institutional 
colored churches in the south, to cost 
$40,000, will be built by the Central 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church, 
colored, on the site of the present 
building, corner Central avenue and 
Hunter street, in order to accommo- 
date the growing needs of the work, 
which, under the leadership of the 
pastor, Rev. J. A. Rush, colored, has 
Already accomplished much for the 
g00d of the colored race in Atlanta. 

Aided by several philanthropic white 
women, this church+has already suc- 
ceeded in establishing a cooking and 
sewing schcol in which over sixty 
girls are daily instructed by five com- 
petent teachers. A religious service 
is held at the close of each session. 

Applications for membership in this 
school have greatly outnumbereg the 
seating accommodations, and have 
necessitated a new building. It is 
planned to devote the entire first floor 
cf this, an area covering 6,000 square 
feet, to cooking rooms, sewing rooms, 
rest rooms, reading rooms and a gym- 
nasium., 

Owing to the number of negro moth- 
ers who are in service, and are, there- 
fore, compelled to leave thelr children 
during the day, many of the giris and 
boys are jeft free to roam the streets, 
thereby contracting bad ideas and 
habits, which eventually bear fruit ‘n 
crime. It is to care for these children 
that the day nursery department wiil 
be organized. Not only will they be 
brought into better associations, but 
they will be even an elementary edu- 
cation at least. P 

Ability to cook a good, nourishing 
meal is not possessed by the majority 
of the poorer class of negroes. It 46 
felt, therefore, that the cooking school 
wi fill a longfelt want.

The Wonders of a Great City. 

“It would take not days and weeks 
and months, but¢years to Know par- 
tially even the wonders of London- 
town,’ ‘writes Mrs. George Hinman, 
in a charming. letter. 

“We left London on Saturday, feel- 
ing that we had but just begun to 
fathom the charms of that wonderful 
old city, so rich in historic interest, 
fuil of opportunities and possibilities 
for anyone interested in the things 
which belong to culture and learning. 
The snlendid museums and art galler- 
ies, made possibie by the generosity 
and patriotism of the citizens, for so 
often I learned that they had been 
started and afterward added to by be- 
quests, whole collections belonging to 
some lover of such things having been 
willed to the city on the owner's 
death, often -iven in the owner's life- 
time, giving practically inexhaustible 
opportunities to students in almost 
any direction of study. 

“Its quaint and beautiful old church- 
es, filled with associations and mem- 
Cries of the men who have made Eng- 
land's history and literature; churches 
of the most 
architecture—Norman, 
English and modern. 

“Its beautiful parks and breathing 
places, scattered liberally 
the city, within walking reach of ev-

erv citizen, all so carefully kept, such | 


green grass, such beautifu) shrubbery 
and great old trees. Ali the 
ones have sheep and deer in large en- 
closures; squirrels so tame that 
children feed them from their hands, to 
the delight of Cara and al! children. 
While parts of these parks are not al- 
lowed to be tramped upon, there are

tennis and cricket grounds. But for 
all this the royal parks are spoiled 
to me by the innumerable loafers and 
loungers sprawling about half asleep 
on the seats, or spread out on the 
grass in half-stupefied drowsiness. O 
the dreadful ‘submerged tenth;’ no 
wonder the English nation is aroused 
to the problem of what to do with 
them. It seems like a hopeless ques- 
tion—and why more so than anywhere 
else? Because not only the men are 
intemperate, but the wonfen, also, of 
that class. Degraded, dirty, rum- 
sodden creatures, many of them. Al- 
most any time one passes a tavern (and 
they are sprinkled about very liberal- 
ly, right in the midst of respectable 
residence portions) these women can 
be seen drinking, not only drinking 
themselves, but giving it to their chil- 
dren, even infants in arms. A recent 
law forbids minorg entering these 
places, and I have more than once seen 
the children standing outside the door 
while their mothers came out and 
brought the drink to them. Poor little 
things—like Oliver Wendel Holmes’ 
‘Elsie Venner,’ the world, the flesh and 
the devil hold a mortgage on their 
lives; even the deed is put into their 
hands. 
The Public Buildings. 

“The magnificent public buildings, 
looking as though built for eternity. 
The busy thoroughfares, their . de- 
lighttuiiy irreguiar streets, so abso- 
lutely without reason or plan that 
they might be used by King Minotaur 
uimself as a model for mis fabied 
labyrinth, ang then the strange, little 
unexpected lanes and narrow streets 
fairly teeming with the most fasci- 
nating old book stores and 
shops, where all sorts of old 
and first editiong and old china are 
sold, and where the unwary buyer 
can be most terribly swindled. Some- 
times I peep into a 
in a crowded thoroughfare and catch 
ee beyond oran open court 
with flo 
in the midst, surrounded by law of- 
fices or some school. Quite unexpect- 
edly the other day we turned from out 
a handsomely-built street in the bus- 
iness section, and stumbled accident- 
ally upon Dickens’ ‘Old Curiosity 
Shon. a tumble-down, old-fashioned, 
little place with the tiny panes of 
glass in the windows, and a 
scarcely large enough for Ruth’s big 
hat to enter. The building is one of 
the few of Dickens’ that have been 
preserved. In it are sold postals, 
plates with Dickens’ characters on 
them: pictures of Dickens, and all 
sorts of mementoes. We entered the 
door and found ourselves in the tiniest 
rookery of a place, with rooms scarce- 
ly large enough to hold two people at 
a time. Of course we bought some 
postals, but nothing else. It is past 
these places that the children threaten 
to lead me blindfolded if I do. not 
smother my interest and curiosity. 

The Monuments. 


“The many magnificent monuments. 
Of these the most imposing is the tall 
stone shaft erected in memory of Ad- 
miral Nelson, surmounted Dy a statue 
of him, and with the four immense 
bronze lions designed by Landseer at 
the base. This is in one side of a semi- 
circular open court with a fountain in 
the center facing the national gallery. 
England certainly pays tribute to her 
men of note and none are forgotten. 
The bridges over the Thames are all 
very fine, not only massive and strong, 
but beautiful as well. The London 
bridge is, I believe, the oldest, and is 
maintained by the income of a public- 
spirited citizen who bequeathed a cer- 
tain piece of property to the city for 
that purpose. Other men followed kis 
example and the property has so in- 
creased in value that new bridges are 
built and cared for from this same 
fund. Is not that fine? 

“The English people are very fond of 
flowers and the climate seems to en- 
courage them. Even in the poorest 
parts of London the houses are built 
with window seats or boxes and every- 
where these are filled with the most 
beautiful flowers, giving a bright bit 
of color to the otherwise dull streeté. 
Every bit of available space is cul- 
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the washerwoman 
and badly, we do 
Try it once.

There is altogether too much 
idea of “patronage” and my American 
spirit rebels against it. The English 
youth seem too Willing to remain in 
the same place occupled by their an- 
cestors, while the American institu- 
tions foster the feeling that the only 
place one belongs in is the one made 
by himself and depends on his own 
ambition and ability.

STILL ANOTHER GEORGIAN 
HONORED BY STATEOF TEXAS 


By 8S. N. Rushina. 

(Mr. Rushin, now a resident of At- 
lanta, was for many years mayo of 
Buena Vista, Ga., the birthplace of 
Governor Colquitt, of Texas.) 

Georgia has always been kind tv 
her young big sister Texas. BDspecial- 
ly in the matter of furnishing men of 
brains to contfol the destiny of this 
great state of the southwest. 

A Georgia woman indirectly gave it 
the name “The Lone Star State.’ When 
a company of nervy riflemen was be- 
ing formed in Crawford county, Geor- 
gia, to fight for Texas independence, a 
beautiful Georgia girl, Miss Johanra 
Troutman, embroidered a handsome 
silk flag with a single star upon it. 
and from that day Georgia has done 
her part in helping to populate and 
make great this glorious domain. 

One historian puts it that the only 
two survivors of that terrible mas- 
Sacre, the “Alamo,” were Georgians, 
Reuben Brown and David Holt, and so 
it goes on up to the present day, until 
Oscar Branch Colquitt, the present 
governor-elect was contributed to 
Texas by Georgia. 

The writer of this article remembers 
him as a barefoot boy of the good old 
Georgia type, living in Buena Vist. 
Marion county. Not a very preten - 
tlous beginning, but he was descended 
from a sturdy ancestry on both sides.

He was one of the greatest 
preachers of the Methodist church in 
his day, ranking along with the Elder 
Pierce. father of Georgia's great Meth- 
odist bishop.

Governor-elect Colquitt came to Tex- 
as with hie father and mother, arriv- 
ing at Daingerfield, Morris county, on 
January’ 8, 1878, being at that time 16 
years of age. The first three years of 
his residence in Texas he worked on he 
rented farm in Morria county. The 
first year he went to school after crops 
were laid by, walking 2 miles from the 
country into town. He subsequently 
attended school at the old Daingerfield 
College, and received instruction from 
Rev. E. M. Sweet, who now resides at 
Georgetown, Texas. During the ses- 
sion he boarded at the home of Hon. 
John A, Peacock, who was then «a 
member of the legislature and in at- 
tendance upon its sessions (he now re- 
sides at Fort Worth), paying his board 
by making fires, chopping wood and 
caring for the stock. : 

After leaving school he sought em- 
ployment in the railroad service, ap- 
plying to the management of the old 
East Line and Red River Railroad for 
the position of brakemay or fireman. 
He was unsuccessful in securing such 
employment, but subsequently did get 
a job as porter at the Daingerfield 
station, which place he held for two 
months, later engaging in other and 
more profitable work at a turning 
lathe in a furniture factory at Dain- 
gerfield at $1.26 per day. This posi- 
tion he quit to accept a place in the 
printing office of The Morris County 
Banner on a contract for six months at 
$12.50 per month. This was in 1880. 

He served in the state senate four 
years, 1895 to 1899. He served eight 
months as state revenue agent. Gov- 
ernor Sayers tendered him a position 
upon the tax commission. 

In 1902 he made the race for rail- 
road commissioner to succeed John H. 
Reagan. He was nominated and 
elected. 

At Pittsburg, Texas, in December, 
1885, he was married to Migs Alice 
Murrell, who was born and raised at 
Minden, La. They have five children, 
four boys and one girl.

Banks claim that if brokers would 
investigate conditions of clients they 
would find many times that they were 
receiving stolen money for stocks and 
bonds. 

Whether the question of raising the 
wages of bank employees will be con- 
sidered has not been made known. 
Some bankers are in accord wit hthe 
proposition to increase the salaries of 
clerks, bookkeepers and underlings as 
& means of removing some of the 
temptations of poverty. However, 
something will be done and something 
very drastic, too.

A bill of lading 
is, at the same time, a receipt and a 
contract, but neither is binding until 
the goods are in the hands of the 
transportation company issuing such a 
bill. Hence, in cases of forgery and 
fraud it is impossible to hold the rail- 
roads. Bills of lading have been in the 
past given and on them drafts have 
been paid by the bankers in purchasing 
territory. 

Guarantee Forced by Bankers. 

With the Alabama failures it was 
seen how easy it was to forge bills, 
and thus commit vast frauds. The first 
position of the European bankers 
would have made it impossible to Hun- 
d¥Ye the cotton crop, for in this way it 
would have taken four weeks to com- 
plete a sale that is now handled in a 
day. American bankers then got to- 
gether and brought about a restoration 
of confidence to the extent of a ruling 
on the part of foreign banks that bills 
of lading would be accepted if gUaran- 
teed by the banks on this side. This 
the banks cannot do directly, such be- 
ing in violation of charter. As a result,

SPOT-COTTON MARKET. 


CLOSING IN LONDON 
AFFECTED OUR MARKET 


Short Interest in Stocks Seem- 
ed to Be Satisfied---Bonds 
Were Irregular. 


New York, July 30.—The reactionary 
tendency from the rebound which de- 
veloped in yesterday’s stock market 
became more pronounced today under 
the play of the same forces of profit- 
taking on the rise and satisfied demand 
from the reduced short interest. The 
Pearson syndicate settlement also lost 
some of its influence on speculative 
sentiment, A fresh break in Sloss- 
Sheffield Steel to a lower price than 
yesterday renewed the reeling of ap- 
prehension over the integrity of its 
and awakened unhopeful 
parallels between that and other stocks 
with a thin surplus margin of earn- 
ings over dividend requirements. The 
violent fluctuations in the July wheat 
market were supposed to involve some 
protective liquidation in stocks. 

The closing of the London Stock Ex- 
change for today and Monday deprived 
the New York market of one source of 
its recent strength. Large shipments 
of securities bought for London ac- 
count during the week e going for- 
ward by steamers sailing. It is be- 
lieved that the week’s syndicate settle- 
ments with the foreign participations 
are an added inflwence on this move- 
ment. The effect is shown in the 
downward course of the foreign ex- 
change rate, which points to a continu- 
ance of the export movement of gold. 

A reduction of 9,230 cars in the idle 
surplus for two weeks ending July 20, 
reported by the American Railway As- 
sociation was a favorable development 
of the day. This and the sustained 
volume of bank clearings and tho 
rate of gross earnings of the railroads 
are taken as evidence of the moderate 
recession of trade activity up to the 
present time. 

The agreement by the cotton ship- 
ping railroads upon a plan for vali- 
dation of bills of lading for cotton 
shipments is believed to meet the re- 
quirements of foreign bankers for the 
advancement of funds on such Dilils to 
finance the cotton movement.

The Spectators Thought There 
Would Excitement and 
Disappointed. 


Chicago, July 30.—Crowded galleries 


on the board of trade today were puz- | 


zied and disappointed. 
had gathered in the hope of seeing a 
wildly excited market, the finish of a 
supposed “corner’’ in the July wheat 
option. Today was the last day when 
delivery of the grain could be made 
and there had been much gossip that 
the exchange officials might take sen- 
sational action to fol] audacious specu- 
lactors who were asserted to have 
manipulated conditions so that prices 
could be otherwise rushed up without 
mercy. Instead of a whirl of business. 
and in place of rapidly mounting quo- 
tations, onlookers witnessed a hum- 
drum Saturday session and actually a 
net decline of 3% to 4% cents in 
wheat for July. Other options were 
unchanged to % up. Corn, except for 
July, finished 1% to 1% higher and 
oais % to 1%. The wind-ups in pro- 
visions were irregular, 17% decline to 
20 advance. 

The total transactions in July wheat 
today aggregated not moré than 5600,- 
000 bushels, most of it in small lots. 
If any extraordinary shortage had to 
be settled, it was done outside of the 
trading. pit and without spectacular 
accompaniment. The fact was that the 
concern which was popularly credited 
with being most in a pinch for July 
wheat, was the principal source of sup- 
Ply for purchases today. At a few 
times during the day, the price of that 
option was bid up radically and with- 
out any transfer of ownership, but on 
the whole, the course was downward.

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Sudden Strength of Wed- 
nesday Moves Stocks 
Up Steadily. 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, July 30.—(Special.)—July 
is going out with the stock market 
with better and healthier shape than 
it has been for sqme time. Beginning 
on Wednesday a sudden strength man- 
ifested itself which has been moving 
stocks upward steadily. 

It is estimated that divideng ang in- 
terest disbursements for August total 
$£5,000,000, which is $15,000,000 moire 
than was paid in August of last year. 
In dividends $42,398,000 will be paid 
cut nmext month, and $39,827,000 in in- 
terest on bonds. This allows a margin 
that will be amply filled. By the end¢ 
of August, ending the first eigh: 
months of the present year, there will 
have been paid out in dividends $6507,- 
755,000 ang in interest $590,363,000, or 
a total of $1,098,118,000. This is more 
than a hundred miilion dollars higher 
than the aggregate paid out during 
the same period last year. Rallroads 
lead in both dividend and in the dis- 
bursements next month, followed by 
industrial corporations. These figures 
are eloquent. Despite the calamity 
howlers in Wall street, these tremen- 
dous sums show the stability of busi- 
ness and the solidity of railroads and 
corporations. They show that more 
business is being done now than was 
being done at this time last year, 

The chief item of news this week 
with a bearing upon the stock market 
was the acquisition of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and an English group of bankers, 
of the Rock Island, Lehigh Valley and 
Missouri Pacific stocks, held by the 
Pearson-Farquha fr syndicate. Wall 
street is full of rumors that a new 
transcontinental railroad system is 
being planned with the above men- 
tioned roads as the nucleus. The hold- 
ings include a big interest in the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande and the Wabash, 
so the system is already practically 
linked. 

Had Good Effect. 

The possibility of a new trans- 
continental railroad system projected 
by Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the British and 
Gould interests, has apparently had a 
good effect on the market. The pur- 
chase of the securities in the above 
pamed lines has shed a great deal of 
light upon a subject which has been 
in the dark for a long while. Ever 
since the Rock Island flurry last win- 
ter, the holders of the bulk of Rock 
Island have been an unknown quan- 
tity, and quality, too, for that mat- 
ter. 

The Kuhn, Loeb %& Co. deal has 
placed the Union Pacific railroad in a 
strategic position, for the banking 
house is closely allied with both 
Union and Southern Pacific interests. 
It is no wonder then that Harriman 
shares have been gaining in strength 
and climbing in quotations for three 
days. The Harriman issues have more 
than this combination to thank for 
their gains. The preliminary report 
for the fiscal year will soon be 21 won 
and I hear it will be highly satisfac-

tory. In addition to this the usual div- 
idends will be declared at the regular 
meetings next month. 

In. the money situation New York 
banks gained heavily this week, and 
it is now freely predicted that the 
local financial institutions will be the 
mainstay of the middle west when the 
crop drain commence. 

Currency received from interior in- 
stitutions amounted to $10,583,000. Only 
$2,748,000 was shipped into the inte- 
rior. New York banks gained $2,271,- 
400 on operations with the United 
States subtreasury, in addition to 
which the gold imports amounted to 
$10,606,000. 

It has been frequently stated re- 
Sarding conditions prevailing in the 
bond market that prices in the general 
list are new nearly at the limit at- 
tdined in 1907. Bank statements, how- 
ever, are not in strict accord with the 
facts. They tend to give an erroneous 
impression of the real condition that 
prevalls. It is true that, in some 
cases, prices have gone nearly, if not 
quite, to the lowest point of the de- 
cline three years ago, but the repre- 
sentative bonds are still about 10 
points above that level. Brokers are 
advising investments now, and, in 
truth, possibilities are offered in the 
declines of standard as well as other 
bonds. 


Fear Car Shortage. 


Crop conditions are still in abey- 
ance. O. E. Dunlap, president of the 
Texas Bankers’ Association, who is 
now in New York on his annua! visit, 
says crops in Texas are very good, 
and that the only adverse circumstance 
which the farmers and ranchers face 
is a railroad car shortage. 

“This year will doubtless prove the 
most prosperous in the agricultural 
history of Texas,” said Mr. Dunlap 
this afternoon. “Texas produces farm 
products each year to the value of 
$560,000,000, manufactured products to 
the extent of $125,000,000, mining 
products of $16,000,000 and has 
16,000,000 head of live stock, valued at 
more than $300,000,000. Texas ought 
to produce four million bales of cot 
ton this year. Three-fourths of thas 
will be exported, making a credit of 
$225,000,000. This movement 18 now 
only thirty days distant. The half of 
our crop will be moved by November ]. 
In northern Texas the crop is satis- 
factory where good weather is pre- 
vailing.” 

The issuance of the report of the 
United States Stee! Corporation this 
week was an important item in help- 
ing the market. The net profit on the 
common stock for the three months 
ending July 30, equals 4 per cent. Only 
the most favorable interpretation can 
be placed upon the report, and ‘n 
addition it was supplemented bgy the 
information that orders are on hand 
to keep the mills of the company busy 
for six months. It means a continua- 
tion of the regular dividends by the 
ccrporation. 

The report of the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation was also made public this 
week, and it likewise shows a heavy 
gain in net profits. 

Copper distributers report good 
sales. The American Smelting and 
Refining Company is solq ahead uniil 
the middie of September, and the 
United Metals Selling Company 18 
about the only agency with any near- 
by metal in quantity for sale. The 
domestic demand is unabated, and the 
London warrant market is more active 
than usual, 

The iron and ore markets in both 
the middle west and the south are list- 
less. The makers are well sold into 
the fourth quarter, but the buyers are 
cautious.

Devoting Lives to Organising Women’s 
Trade Untons. 

The August American Magazine contains an ip- 
teresting article about Mary E. Dreier and Mer- 
garet Dreier Robins, two women who, about five 
years ago, took thetr place at the head of the 
movement to organize women industriel workers 
into a labor union—the Woman's Trade Unica 
League Mrs. Robins ts president of the gen- 
eral organization, as well as of the local branch 
in Chicago, and Miss Dreier is president of the 
New York branch The following paragraphs are 
quoted from the article: 

‘The hold on human iife, 
untrained women coming out 
Nazareth have managed to get and keep: and 
thefr power to get and keep it is the differen- 
tlating thing They have been unconscious 
of this power all along and are unconscious of it 
now-—these earnest, diffident women, desiring 
things to be inconspicuous, content 
to let thetr personality disappear entirely ia 
order that the larger view of their work may 
emerge unobstructed. ‘There are 600,000 work! 
women in this state alone,’ said Mias Dreier, * 
only 12,000 eof them organize¢d—-what a work it 
is! To these sisters each one of the thousands 
of working women is a human upit, not a ‘case’ 
or a <depereonaliizsed ‘type.’

When I was in Reno for the fight, 
I sent out a number of post cards to 
acquaintances in the south. Since the 
fight, I have had ny letters from 
south asking 
many questions regarding the fight, 
and deploring the fact that the negro 
won. . 

It is impossible for me to answer 
the letters separately, and I am tak- 
ing this method to give a southerner’s 
view of the fight and the result of hav- 
ing a negro champion. 

The least said of the fight the better. 
Barney Oldfield and myself spent many 
winters in Los Angeles, and Jeffries 
and Jack Kipper, his business partner, 
were our closest friends there.

with a single punch. Two hours after 
we struck the Jeffries training camp, 
Barney told me it was a crime to let 
Jeff go in the ring. His training had 
torn down his physical and nervous 
system. The “hope of the white race” 
worried over the outcome so long and 
20 much that he was in no shape to 
fight even a lightweight. 

Jim Corbett told Barney and myself 
the night before the fight that if Jeff 
did not win by the second round, it 
would be all off with him. The big 
fellow had not sparred over three 
rounds, and Corbett said that all blows 
Jeff struck him in their training bouts 
were “charity” licks, meaning that he 
allowed Jeff to land punches to keep 
his heart up. Jeff's heart was oid. The 
fire, enthusiasm and life which are so 
essential to the success of any profes- 
sional athlete, could not be found in 


Jeff. 

Had it not been for sentiment and 
loyalty, Jeff would never have gone in 
the ring the favorite in the betting. 
Few of the big sporting men would bet 
on the negro, because he was a negro. 
When the fifteenth round began, Bar- 
ney and myself left our seats and were 
making for the exit when the knock- 
out came. Jeff will never fight agatn. 
He is heartbroken, but he Knows that 
he went against Johnson because he 


wanted the money. 

Jeff never had $20,000 at one time in 
his life. before the Johnson proposition 
came up. Kipper, his partner, told me 
that with the profits of the theatrical 
tour, what Jeff received for his end of 
the pictures and the loser’s end of the 
purse, Jeff would clean up over two 
hundred thousand dollars. Jeff is not a 
popular idol, and never was. Morose, 
sullen, and distant, he made —~ 
friends outside of his own little sport- 
ing circle. Over a million dollars is 
the estimate well-posted sporting men 
place on the losses of Jeffries’ support- 
ers. Newspaper men were loth to write 
stories booming Johnson. Consequent- 
ly, thousands of men all over the couyn- 
try, and especially in the south, were 
misled as to Jeff’s chances. Only a 
scarcity of Johnson money kept the 
number of wagers down. 


Johnson Kruew His Place. 


And now about Johnson: The first 
time I ever saw the negro was on a 
boat going to Europe, before he fought 
Burns in Australia. I expected to find 
him a “slew-footed,” Ignorant, loud- 
dressed, offensive “nigger.’’ He was 
just the reverse, and I never saw a 
negro that knew his place and kept it 
any better. 

The next time I saw him was in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, two months be- 
fore the fight. We were racing there, 
and Johnson was on his way to San 


ed to have his picture taken looking at 
Oldfield’s 142-miles-an-hour “Blitzen” 
Benz. A newspaper photographer 
snapped him, and the negro said to 
Barney, “I know you are a pal of Mr. 
Jeffries’ ’’'—and, by the way, it was al- 
ways “Mr.” Jeffries with him—‘but 
you want to have a little bet down on 
me, for I’m going to bring home the 
bacon, sure.” 

With my southern rearing and my 
natural prejudice against a negro 
when he aspires to best a white man, 
I want to say that if Johnson were a 
white man he would be the most pop- 
ular champion since the days of Cor- 
bett. It is remarkable the manner in 
which he has carried himself since 
the fight. With thousands ready to 
“take a shot” at him on the slightest 
provocation, he has behaved himself in 
a way to lessen the pain that came to 
us through his defeat of Jeffries. 

There is none of the “crap-shooter” 
earmarks about him. He does not drink 
nor carouse. The reports about his 
conduct are grossly exaggerated. He 
brought his mother from a shack in 
Galveston to a $30,000 home in Chi- 
cago, and Jack is good to the old wom- 
an. Few white champions keep from 
making a number of bad breaks dur- 
ing their career. 


Johnson Wise. 


This negro has not made a single 
offensive move since he won the cham- 
pionship. He wired his friends in New 
York not to provide a public reception 
in his honor. He was wise enough to 
know it would mean trouble; but how 
many would have shown that wisdom? 

There has been a lot of stuff printed 
about Johnson oing to enter auto- 
mobile racing and drive in the Vander- 
bilt Cup race. It is all rot, and the 
negro never had such an ambition. 
Johnson does not seek the society of 
whites. He has a white man to hanf@le 


need a manager. 

For his advantages, Jack Johnson is 
aS smart and inoffensive a negro as 
Booker Washington. 

Neither Jeffries nor any other white 
man should have fought a negro for 
the championship. It was a crime. 
Money was the only consideration that 
got Jeff into the ring. But, since the 
negro did win the championship, we 
should all be glad it was a smart fel- 
low like Johnson, who knows enough 
to handle himself so he is not obnox- 
a to those that come in contact with 

I have just seen the pictures.

FOR UNITED STATES IN 1911 


Washington, July 30.—(Special.)— 
Automobile owners, farmers and others 
who make daily use of some part of 
the two million miles of public high- 
ways in the United States, will fo.low 
closely the proceedings of the second 
International Road Congress, which 
opens in Brussels tomorrow (Sunday) 
afternoon and continues until August 
10. The reason for the unusual inter- 
est in the affair at the Belgium capita! 
is the fact that the American delegates 
enter the congress hopeful that it will 
be possible to bring next year’s meet- 
ing to this country, and if they are 
successful, the third convention of road 
experts of all nations will be held in 
Washington next fall. 

This government wil] be represented 
at the congress by four delegates, Col- 
onel Spencer Cosby, corps of Engi- 
neers, United States army; Joseph W. 


Jones, representing the automobile in- 
terests of America; William Halstead 
Wiley, a publisher o? technical jour- 
nals, and John M. Goodell, editor of 
The Engineering Record. Besides these 
official representatives of the govern- 
ment there will be many American 
delegates representing various cities 
and states. The first International 
Road Congress, which was called by 
the president of France last year, and 
held in Paris, was attended by the 
representatives of forty-one govern- 
ments, and it is expected that the at- 
tendance at this wear’s meeting will 
be even more satisfactorry. 

Motorists in every country of the 
world are interested in the meeting, 
because the congress is the outgrowth 
of individua] work of the leading gov- 
ernments to improve the public high- 
ways and meet the conditions brought 
about by increased automobiie traffic. 
The principles of road construction to 
meet the swish and wear of rubber 
tires are different from thise in build- 
ing the road designed to stand the im- 
pact of horses’ shod hoofs and steel 
tires. Up to this time very limited 
study has been given to this new road 
problem. Many parts of the country 


are practically inaccessible to automo- 
bile traffic because of bad roads, and 


communities are discovering that there 
is no better way of bringing about the 


enhancement of property than by per- 
fecting their system of highways. 


Beth Director L. W. Page and J. E. 
Pennybacker, chief of road manage- 
ment in the office of ‘public roads in 
the department of agriculture, who 
have sent papers to the congress to 
be read, have hopes that next year's 
international meeting will come to 


‘ america. This country has the most 


tremendous system of highways of any 
nation of the world, the length of all 
the roads amounting to 2,155,000 miles, 
on which it is estimated that there is 
an annual expenditure of $90,000,000. 
This sounds like a great deal of money, 
but England, with the little system of 
150,000 miles of road, spends about 
$80,000,000 a year, or about: fourteen 
times as much per mile on roads. 

The agriculture as well as the auto- 
mobile interests will be looked after 
b the American delegates who attend 
the Brussels congress during the com- 
ing ten days. The farmers of the Unit- 
ed States are spending about twe and 
a half times as much to get their prod- 
ucts to the market as are the farmers 
of Europe, and this important differ- 
ence in cost of hauling over bad and 
good roads is playing its part in the 
pesty cost-of-living problem, on which 
Senator Lodge and his committee threw 
so little light. Conservation of farm 
resources will mean littie if the prob- 
lems of cheap transportation of prod- 
ucts to market are not solved. 

The remarkable growth of the auto- 


mobile industry and the increased use | 


of motor cars, both for business and 
pleasure, have proven a great stimulus 
to the study and work for better roads 
in this country. Further interest wil! 
be added if the American delegates 
succeed in landing next years con- 
gress and make it possible to bring 
the world’s leading experts in road 
engineering and road administration 
here to discuss Uncle Sam's problems 
of highway traffic face to face with 
the best road men of the United States,

GAMBLING MANIA GRIPS 
WOMEN OF GREAT BRITAIN 


London, July 30.—At all times in the 
history of the smart setthere have been 
women who, like the famous Duchess 
“Bob” of Montrose, gambled on horses. 
But in those days they were few and 
far between. Today no society woman 
of the set that counts considers her- 
self really “goey’’—and, if you are not 
“soey,” you are nobody—unless she 
has “a bit on a horse in the big races.” 
The racing set is a set apart made up, 
as a rule, of enormously rich people 
mostly in the circle of which the late 
king was leader. They are a set that

The doctor was teie- 
phoned for and when he saw her he 
despaired of her life. However, he 
managed to restore consciousness. All 
the servants and the friends of the 
family were told that her ladyship 
had appendicitis, but the doctor clev- 
erly managed to avoid an operation. 
On learning what ha@ brought about 
the attempted suicide, her husband 
paid up every one of her “debts of 
honor,’ which turned out to be far 
more considerable than 
ones—in ail, a sum nearly $60,000. She 
swears now that she will never gamble 
again, but tohse who know her best 
swear, too, that this state of things 
won't last long. The gambling craze ts 
in her blood. Her father was once a 
familiar figure at Monte Carlo. 

Before the big races it is the cus- 
tom for hosts to get up sweepstakes 
among their guests. Especially does 
the custom prevail in the country—at 
Goodwood and Newmarket, for exam- 
ple. This has been an institution at 
Goodwood house, a seat of the Duke 
of Richmond and Gordon, who time 
and again has entertained the late 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
for the races. There is one every 
year in which all the ladies of the 
party join and which is limited to 
$500 each. The other is for men at 
$5,000 each. King Edward was inva- 
riably in this sweepstake, whether he 
was visiting the duke or not. More 
than one man has declined an invita- 
tion to Goodwood house for the last 
races of the London season, because 
he did not care to risk dropping his 
$5,000. 

Tape machines to give the racing 
results have been installed recently in 
many of the big country houses. The 
host makes arrangements with a news 
agency and has the information he de- 
sires as soon as it is tn any of the 
big newspaper offices. This institution 
is greatly appreciated by guests who 
visit friends residing “miles from any- 
where.”

MYSTERY TO DOCTORS 


ee 


Government Investigation t 
Be Made Regarding Pio 
Disease. 


Washington, July 30.—Owing to the 
prevalence of infantile paralysis in 
city and elsewhere throughout the 
a government investigation is 
to be made into the cause of the dis- 
case. This was decided on today after 
a conference between Surgeon General 
Wyman, of the public health and ma- 
rine hospital service, and Dr. John F. 
Anderson, director of the hygienic lab- 
oratory of that service. The investiga- 
tion will be started as soon as Dr. W. 
H. Frost, a member of Dr. Anderson's 
staff, returns from Macon City, Iowa, 
“where he is studying the disease. 

The nature of the germ which causes 
the disease is, according tw Dr. An- 
derson, a practical mystery to medical 
science. ‘The “er: list of deaths 
of infants,” said Anderson, “is not 
the most distressing feature of the 
disease, as thousands of children are 
permanently crippled or deformed, = 
disease not being nec —_a fatal. 
seldom attacks a child older than ‘5 
adults occasionally 
have been victims. In my opinion the 
disease is both infectious and conta- 
gious; wa infectious, as has been 
proved by eriments. The disease 
begins to ‘nad f itself early in June, 
reaches its height in July and Aifgust, 
in September.”

Great Strides. 

“No section of Georgia,’ said Senator 
Irwin, “seems to be making _greater 
strides in material development tha. 
southwest Georgia. I have seen lands 
in this section, which twenty years 
ago sold for $2 an acre, increase in 
value until now the same lands are 
considered cheap at from $50 to $100 
per acre. 

“Especially is this true in Terre! 
county. This county was formed in 
1856. It contains two hundred and six 
thousand one hundred and fourtec. 
square acres, of which only about one 
thousand acres are unimproved,” 

“How much cotton does it produce® 

“It produced last year about forty 
thousand bales of cotton, and enjoys 
the distinction of making a greater 
yield per acre than any county in the 
United States 

“Intensive farming has become the 
hobby of the people of this county. It 
is not an unusual thing for farmers 
to make thirty bales of cotton to the 
plow.” 

A Notable Yield. 

Senator Irwin says that Mr. Bridges, 
of Terrell, last year produced 110 bush- 
els of corn to one acre. This year he 
expects to gather from a thirteen-acre 
field no less than 1,300 bushels. In ad- 
dition to the larg@é number of small 
prosperous farmers, Terrell is noted 
for its unusual number of wealthy 
planters. 

J. R. Mercer, the Lowry brothers,

Points About Pierce. 

J. T. Brantley, of Blackshear, one 
of the leading citizens and most prom- 
inent business men of Pierce county, 
passed through Atlanta the other day 
with ga. mumber of farmers of that 
county. They had been over to Ath- 
€ng to see the State Agricultural. col- 
lege and study the interesting fea- 
tures. They had a pleasant and profit- 
able visit. Mr. Brantley talked inter- 
estingly about Pierce. county. 

Blackshear is a growing city of 1,500. 
She has a large fertilizer plant, an 
oil mill, and guano factory. The sys- 


tem of public roads in Pierce is being 
greatly improved. They are sandy, but 
deep digging for the clay to mix with 


fectin putting these roadsall over 
county in splendid shape. ‘The averag: 
price of improved farm land is from 
$15 to $20 an acre. Very little farming 
land can be bought in Pierce. The 
farmers are turning to intensive culti- 
vation. Many small farms have been 
sold .to immigrants, some of whom 
come from as far north as Pennsy!- 
vania, and many from the great north- 
western states. It was stated that about 
$200,000 worth of farm lands had been 
sold in that section, principally in 
Ware county, to.the new settlers. 


Raising Their Supplies. 


Many farmers in Pierce are raising 
what is needed for their_own use, such 
as plentiful supplies of cattle, hogs, 
beef, chickens, eggs, butter>\.milk, corn, 
etc. 

Farming in Pierce, it will be seen, 
is conducted on an independent scale, 
and numbers of the best farmers in 
Georgia live in that county. There are 
a number of saw mills in the county 
and much of the swamp timber is ex- 
cellent. 

Great in Long Staple. 

One of the great features of Pierce 
county is the production of Sea Island 
cotton, a most valuable product. The 
average yield is about 7,00. or 8,000 
bales a year. The best grades of this 
long staple plant bring now from 34 
to 40 cents per pound. The lower 
grades command about 28 ecents a 
pound. 

There is money in Sea Island cvtton, 
but it takes a lot of hard work and 
about twelve months to raise it. 

Being of the finest fiber it is adapted 
to the manufacture of certain lines of 
goods of a high-class. The profit in 
this valuable plant is well worth the 
care and labor of raising it.

London, July 30.—In america, when 
a law becomes unworkable on account 
of its age and changing conditions of 
civilization, or for some other reason, 
the people either calmiy ignore it and 
Allow it to sink Into desuetude or they 
go to their legislature and haye it 
changed. In England, when a similar 
state of affairs comes about the peo- 
ple usually grumble about it for a 
generation or two. Then they begin 
to ask questions in parliament and 
finally a royal commission is appoint- 
ed to inquire into the whole business. 
The commission holds an immense 
number of sittings, takes reams upon 
reams of evidence and publishes a 
whole ifbrary of reports. After the 
lapse of a few more years these re- 
ports are digested and parliament gets 
around in its leisurely way to abolish- 
ing or amending the law in question. 

This process is going on now in re- 
lation to the English divorce |. law, 
Most Englishmen, have been agreed 
for years that the divorce law is an- 
tiquated and that a change is needed, 
and now they have got to the royal 
commision stage. A number of emi- 
nent persons, holding elaborate parch- 
ments from the king, are sitting 
daily and examining everyon.who is 
eupposed to know anything about the 
working of the divorce law and a good 
many who know nothing but who have 
some fad to air, on the present state 
of the law and what they think ought 
to be done to put it right. Among the 
other members of the commission are 
two women, Lady Frances Balfour and 
Mrs. J. H. Tennant, and these two la- 
dies have to sit day after day listen- 
ing to evidence, a great deal of which 
is unprintable. | 

Lot of Interesting Information. 

The commission so far has elicited a 
Jot of interesting information, but 
about the most interesting thing that 
it has brought forth is the existence 
of the king’s proctor. Perhaps it is 
hardly fair to say that the commission 
has discovered the existence of this 
personage, for a good many people 
knew in @ vague sort of way that there 
Was suc'. an official and some persons 
who had run foul of the strict regula- 
tions governing divorce in this coun--. 
try had good reason to know, but what 
his functions were or how he exercised 
them seems to have been. @ mystéry 
even to lawyers. I asked at least half 
a dozen solicitors in general practice 
in London who the King’s proctor was 
and what he did, but without excep- 
tion the only answer | got was that he 
‘hed something to do with preventing 
fraud or collusion in divorce cases.” 
Even a diligent search of the records 
only revealed the fact that there: was 
apparently no mentton at all of the 
creation of the office. The first men- 
tion of hin. is.found in the laws Known 
as “23 and 24 Victoria,” passed in 1860, 
when his duties with regard tv pre- 
venting fraud in divorce are defined. 

As an official he evidentiy was -in 
existence at the time, however, and 
the miost that my legal friends could 
do for me was to surmise that he was 
a survival from the midale ages, wnvose 
original duties, but not his valary, 
had lapsed and that in 1860 when the 
lawmakers were hunting ‘round’ to 
find a man to safeguare.the purity of 
divorce they fixed on the hing’? proc 


tor as a person who had nothing else, 


to do and gave him the job. 
The Mystery Grows. 

Since then, however, the mystery 
surrounding this personage has con- 
tinued to grow. No one has ever seen 
him in court, although it is announced 
every now and again that owing to 
the intervention of the king’s proctor 
the judges have decided not to make 
absolute a decree nisi. A ‘decree 
nisi’ means a “decree unless,” and is 
the preliminary form in which every 
decree of divorce is granted in Eng- 
land. It means that if no additional 
evidence is forthcoming within 
six months from the decree it 
will be made absolute and the 
parties will be free to marry 
again. The additional evidence, which 
may be to the effect that there has 
been collusion between the plaintiff 
and defendant in the divorce suit or 
that the complaining party has not 
been leading a strictly blameless life 
either before the petition or during 
the probationary period, is usually fur- 
nished by the king’s proctor, but it is 
furnished to the judge in chambers 
and is never presented to the jury. 
All the public knows about it is that 
the judge has seen fit to refuse to con- 
firm the decrée. 


I succeeded, however, in tracing this. 


mysterious official to his lair and find- 
ing out something about him. The 
present holder of the office is J. P. 
Melior, and he gets a salary of $10,000 
a year. He has an assistant proctor at 
$5,000 and a staff of clerks to help 
him, and he has an office at the treas- 
ury in Whitehall. He is supposed to 
inquire into every undefended divorce 
suit, and for this purpose he can call 
on the detective staff of Scotland Yard. 
This is why people who think they 
have fixed up a nice friendly little di- 
vorce case which will go through with- 
out trouble and without publicity are 
surprised to find themselves shadowed 
by shrewd-looking men inthe most un- 
official of plain clethes, but with ex- 
tremely broad-toed boots, and later on 
to find that somecne or other has in- 
formed the judgwe that they really 
were quite friencly and didn’t need a 
severance of the marrir.ge bond at all. 
It may also exp'ain to hcbands. who 
think they have escurec “heir freedom 
from erring wives and wh. have cele- 
brated the occasion hy spending an 
evening in £@y company, why the di- 
vorce decree that they were so sure 
of failed to materialize. 
Usually Some Busybody. 

As a matter of fact, however. the 
king’s proctor geldom meves of him- 
self. He is usually set in motion by 
some busybody or some person who is 
interested in the case. Thus a wife who 
has been adjudged by a jury guilty of 
unfaithfulness and against whom a 
decree nisi has been pronounced may

set the king’s proctor on the track of 
her complaining spouse, with the re- 
sult that the judge decides that he is 
as bad as she, and not entitled to re- 
lief. Or a spiteful neighbor may break 
up a Nice little arrangement for a 
change of partners In a friendly and 
unostentatious way by dropping a line 
to the king’s proctor, which has the 
game effect as.dropping a stone into a 
nicely-adjusted ptece of machinery. 

It will be understood from these 
facts why the king’s proctor is such a 
retiring individual. His works are se- 
cret, and publicity would be a bar to 
his usefulness. Being essentially a de- 
tective officer, the less there is known 
about him the better it is for the suc- 
cess of his efforts to justify his exist- 
ence. | 

Despite his modesty, however, the 
king’s proctor has been coming in for 
a lot of criticism before the divorce 
commission. A few d&ys ago no less 
a personage than the lord chief justice 
of England declared that he didn’t 
believe the king’s proctor caught a 
tenth of the cases of fraud in the 
divorce court, and, he added, he didn’t 
think anybody else could do any bet- 
ter. On the whole he thought the 
country was wasting $10,000 every year 
that it retained this official, and tha' 
the judges would probably be able to 
catch just as much fraud unaided, 

Favors For the Rich. 

The day before the lord chief justice 
said this Freke Palmer, the London 
solicitor, who handles more divorce 
cases than all his colleagues put tuv- 
gether, declared that the king’s proc- 


tor never prevented a rich man or | 
woman from getting a divorce, but | 
that he did interfere often with poor | 
litigants. There was no charge of 
graft in this. Mr. Palmer simply 


meant that a rich man could cover up| 


his tracks better than a poor man, ani 
had money to reopen the case if the 
king’s proctor did interfere, while a | 
poor man had probably spent al] h:2'! 
could save or borrow in obtaining the 
criginal decree. This, of course, called 
forth an indignant denial. Earl 
Desart, who was the king’s proctor be- 
fore Mr. Mellor, insisted om appearing 
and telling the commission that he 
inade no distinction between rich and 
poor. 


It: is considered hot unlikely tiiat the!’ 


commission, when tt does report in a 
few years from now, will recommend 
the abolition of the office, and that 
parliament may get round to acting on 
the recommendacion within tho next 
decade. This won't bother Mr. Mellor 
or his successor, however, for in Eng- 
land when they abolHsh a public office 
trey have a pleasant way of capitaliz- 
ing the salary and handing the lump 
sum of the last occupant as compen- 
sation for disturbance. 

The sittings of the divorce commis- 
sion have brought forth a good many 
other interesting things in addition to 
the existence of this mysterious offi- 
clal. One-off 'them ts the wide diver- 
gence of opinion in the English church 
on. the subject of divorce. 

Posttieon of the Church. . 

Officially the church takes: the high 
Catholic positfon that .marriage is in- 
diggoluble for any cause, ahd a good 
rany churchmen stilt adhere to this. 
but apparéritly *there are more who 
dissatisiiel with é€ven 
the present strict divorce law, and 
wish to have divorce made a good déai 
6asie:. Among these are Canon Hens- 
ley Benscn, the famoug preacher a! 
Westininester Abbey, who declared tha! 
the present marriage laws were a dan- 
ger to public morals and absolutely 
n.ediaevai tn their character. The 
bishops of Birmingham and 8t. Albans. 
both high churchmen, . declared that 
they thought the best plan would be 
to make olvil marriages compulsory 
it; ali eases and allow the churches t» 
make whatever rules they liked for 
the further solemnization of the cere- 
mony. This was their remedy for tho 
State of affairs which compels a 
clergyman of the Church of England 
to marry anyone who is legally free 
to enter into the marriage relation io 
matter what the laws of the church 
may say on the subject. 

So far the two demands that seem to 
be most insistent, are that divorce 
Shall be made cheaper and that the 
sexes shall be placed on an equality as 
regards the cause for divorce. There 
is a certain limited demand for the 
extension of the causes, but apparent- 
ly . public. opinion would be satisfied 
the present “sithation on tHis 
if divorce were within reach of 
the sexes had equa] oppor- 
tunities. In England at present a man 
may Obtain a divorce because of the 
unfaithfulness of hig wife, but for no 
other reason. A woman, however, must 
not only prove’  unfaithfulness, but 
either cruelty or desertion ag well. 
This situation gave rise to a strange 
Situation a few monthe ago when Sir 
John Bigham, then president of the 
divorce court, was forced by public 
outcry to retire because he had the 
courage to defend this state of affairs 
and express the opinion that a mora! 
lapse was not s0 culpab‘e in a man 
as in a woman. He was succeeded 
by Sir Manuel Evans, who can be 
trusted to say nothing indiscreet. 

Great Cost ef Divorce. 


The cost of divorce is the most cry- 
ing evil. The simplest kind of an un- 
defended suit costs about $250 and un- 
commonly few divorces cost less than 
$500. If a man has $130 to spare in 
having himself declared @ pauper he 
can sue in “in forma pauperis’ with- 
out further expense. One reason for 
these heavy charges is that every 
divorce case “must be tried tn the 
divorce court in London, and litigants 
in the north of Engiand, for instance, 
must bring thetr witnesses hundreds 
of miles and keep them in London 
while the case is on. The suggested 
remedy is that power should be given 
to the judges of the county courts to 
try divorce cases. 

It is a curious coincidence that 
while the present law, which ts a great 
improvement on its predecessor, owes 
its existence to the sarcasm of a great 
judge, the appointment, of the present 
royal commission has a similar origin.

‘auxiliary of De Tourville, with no 6th- 
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Lord Gorell, then Sir Gorell Barnes, 
was president of the divorce court be- 
fore Sir John Bigham. He was giving 
judgment in a case where the wife 
sued for divorce from a husband who 
had been notoriously unfaithful, and 
who had even introduced his mis- 
tresses into her house. He had, how- 
ever, not been cruel to her, nor had 
he deserted her. 

“The petition in this case must 
said the judge, “for the 
wife has only proved misconduct and 
that ig not sufficient to enable her to 
obtain a decree of divorce; and it wiil 


be 


that if her case had arisen and her 
suit could have been brought in Scot- 
land, or most other civilized countries, 
she would have succeeded.’ The ap- 
pointmént of the roya] commission fol- 
lowed a few months later. 

The present divorce law dates from 
1857. Before that the only method by 
which a man or woman could obtain 
a divorce in England was by suing 
in the ecclesiastical courts for a sep- 
aration “a mensa et thoro.”’ He then 
had to appeal to the house of lords for 
the passage of a special act of di- 
vorce. This state of affairs still pre- 
vails in Ireland,’ but as the Irish are 
nearly all Roman Catholics and don't 
believe in divorce under any ‘circum- 
stances, it doesn’t matter much. 

The Firnal Impetus. 

The final impetus for the abolition 
of this state of affairs in England was 
given by Mr. Justice Maule, who was 
trying a laborer "who had beeh deserf- 
ed by a dissolute wife, and had gone 
through a form of marriage with an- 
Other partner. Years afterwards wife 
No. 1, having been deserted by her par- 
amour, turned up and had her husband 
arrested for bigamy. Of course. he 
was convicted, and in sentencing him, 
Mr. Justice Maule said! 

“Prisoner at the Bar, you have been 
convicted of the offense of bigamy, 
that is to say, of marrying a woman 
while you had a wife still living, 
though it is frue she deserted you and 
is living in adultery with another man. 
You have, therefore, committed a crime 
against the laws of your country and 
you have also acted under a very se- 
rious misapprehension of the course 


which you ought to have pursued. You 


should ‘have gone to the ecclesiastical 
court and there obtained against your 
wife a decreé a mensa et thoro. You 
should have brought an action and re- 
covered, as no doubt you would have 
recovered, damages against your wife's 
paramour. Armed with these decrees 
you should have approached the legis- 
lature and obtained an act of parlia- 
ment, which would have rendered you 
free and legally competent to marry 
the person whom you have taken on 
yourself to marry with no such’ sanc- 
tion. It is quite true that these pro- 
ceedings would have cost you many. 
hundred pounds, whereas you probably 
have not as many pence. But the law 
knows no distinction between the rich 
and the poor. The sentence of the court 
is, therefore, that you be imprisoned 
for one day. which period has already 
been: exceeded, as you have been in 
custody since the beginning of the 
assizes.”’ 

The English public is proverbially 
slow at seeing sarcasm, but it caught 
on to this, and the present divorce law 
is the result. 

Poor Man’s Divorce. 

I am afraid, however, that, in the 
words of Mr. Justice Maule, the law 
still Knows no ‘distinction between the 
rich and the poor in the sense that it 
makes it no cheaper or easier for @ 
poor mar to obtain a divorce. Last 
year there were 700 divorces granted, 
but there were 7;000 police court sep- 
arations. The police court separation 
is known as “the poor man’s divorce,” 
but it does not entitle the parties to 
marry again, and I am afraid a large 
proportion of the people who have 
been separated have followed the ex- 
ample of Mr. Justice Maule’s laborer, 
without taking the trouble or run- 
ning the risk of going through a sec- 
ond marriage ceremony. It is esti- 
mated that there are now in England 
about 80,000 men and women who have 
been separated from their partners by 
police court orders, and it is a pretty 
safe bet that they are not all living 
celibate lives. There are 60,000 more 
who are tied to partners whd have 
been certified as incurably insane, and 
Il have seen an estimate that there are 
about 200,000 people who wonpld be 
divorced if the process were as cheap 
and the law as liberal as in the least 


liberal of the American states.

Savannah, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)— 
East Georgia is waking up to the pos- 
sibilities of the November tour around 
the state and -the trave! and develop- 
ment which will follow the establish- 
ment of a highway around Georgia. 

Sylvania has sent the pathfinders a 
cordial invitation to go there. States- 
boro and Waynesboro want the tour 
and it Is a question whether to go from 
Syivania direct to Waynesboro or to 
make a detour and go by way of Mil- 
len. 

Savannah Interested in Tour. 

Savannah, which has not been much 
interested in this movement, has it un- 
der consideration. The tour and the 
highway really mean more to Savannah 
than to any other city in the state, 
because the highway will greatly in- 
crease the auto travel from other 
points here. 

Macon, Augusta and 
Atlanta are getting considerable 
tourist travel now. People are 
going from all parts of the state in 
their cars to those three cities. Be- 
cause the roads are not well defined 
through southeastern Georgia there is 
less travel.from that section here than 
to the other large cities. 

Savanmah to Vaidosta. 

Some of Savannah's business men 
have proposed a road from here across 
Bryan to 
to Baxley in Appling, thence to Doug-e- 
laes, Nashville and Valdosta. ‘That 
road would run along a ridge much of 
the distance and avoid 
many streams subject to floods. The 
Altamaha has to be crossed some- 
where and there are ferries between 
Hinesville and Baxley. Savannah's 
business men think that the road from 
Jacksonville by Brunswick and Darien 
will bring the winter tourist travel 
but not the business and social travel 
fram southwest Georgia. 

Great Enthusiasm Everywhere. 

The enthusiasm shown all along the 
route has surprised the people here. 
The tnterest and cooperation of Macon, 
Montezuma, Albany, Sylvester, Moul- 
trie, Camilla, Pelham, Bainbridge, 
Thomasville, Quitman and the other 
towns have made an impression.

Up to this time it was thought that 
possibly the subject of “port rates’’ 
would at least remain quiescent, but 
Mr. Perry has given it to be under- 
stood that he proposes to continue the 
discussion and advocacy of port rates 


in other speeches which he proposes 


to make. ip 


A Compromise in Morgan. 

According to reports which come 
from Smith supporters in Morgan 
county, the people down there do 
not take to the idea of electing 
a legislator of the same brand of poli- 
tics as the man they support for gov- 
ernor—at least, not in the present 
race. 

For governor, Hoke Smith carried 
Morgan county both in his race of 
1906 and 1908, and his friends assert 
that he will carry it again this year. 

Nevertheless, it is stated they are 
going to elect a representative to the 
legislature this year who stands on 
the other side of the fence—Hon. P. 
S. Burney, said to be a well-known 
Brown man. 

“We have compromised with them 
this year,” said a well-known Morgan 
county citizen, a strong friend of Mr. 
Smith's, in the Kimball lobby. 
“There isn't going to be any agitation 
in the county this year. Mr. Smith 
will carry it for governor, while we 
will elect a Brown man to the legis- 
lature without opposition. Mr. Burney 
is a splendid gentleman, and will make 
Morgan county an able representative. 
That's the way we have divided it up, 
and there will not be any fight over 
the situation in Morgan this year.”’ 

On the other hand, the Brown men 
in Morgan county assert with confi- 
dence that they are not only going to 
elect Mr. Burney without opposition, 
but that they are going to carry the 
county for Brown this year by a good 
majority. 


‘Hawes Making a Travel Record. 

Is there a man in Georgia who can 
boast of having visited every one of 
the 146 counties in the state?’ It is 
doubtful if there is one. Probably 
Hoke Smith came nearer to it than 
anyone else has done, in the campaign 
of 1906, when he made speeches in 
140 counties. In the campaign of 1908 
he visited only thirty counties and 
this year will go to far less. 

Peyton M. Hawes, of Elbert, candi- 
date for state treasurer, holds the rec- 
ord for the 1910 campaign, having been 
already in seventy-one counties. He 
is ambitious to make it as nearly as 
possible 10¢ Ly the primary of. Au- 
gust 23. 

In the campaign of 1906 Clark How- 
ell visited approximately 100 counties. 
and Judge R. B. Russell and Colcne! 
J. H. Estill went into almost as many. 

Governor Brown did not travel at 
all during the campaign of 1908, but 
following his election he visited 117 
counties and made speeches in $2 of 
them. 

Still. the man who has been in every 
county in Georgia remains to be dis- 
covered.

WHAT PRESIDENT DOBBS SAID 


TO.ASSOCIATED. ADVERTISERS, 


President S. C..Dobbs, of the Asso- 
ciated Advertising Clubs of America, 
and. advertising manager for the 
Coca-Cola Company, made a pithy anid 
interesting speech to the assembled 
advertising men in their recent con- 
vention at Omaha, Neb. 

President Dobbs called attention to 
the’ tributes which the world pays to 
the Marconis and the Edisons, the Ful- 
tong and the Longs, “but,” he said, 
“what slow progress would all these 
great blessings of humanity have made 
had it not been for the potency of 
publicity which took up the burden 
where science left off and put op 
that finishing touch without which they 
would almost as well have never been 
conceived. 

“Pyblicity. or advertising, or what- 
ever term you choose for it, like a 
winged meteor, snatches up great 
truths and accomplishments and car- 
ries them to the uttermost parts of the 
world. 

“Through the wonderful potency and 
the tremendous force of commerciai 
publicity the entire domestic thought 
and life of this nation has been changed 
materially within the past generation.”’ 

Mr. Dobbs asserted that “the three 
great educational institutions of this 
country, namely, the newspapers, the 
weekly periodicals and the monthly 
magazines, are doing more in an educa- 
tional way than any other influence ] 
know.” 

After a brief resume of the pro- 
grepse of the modern newspaper and 
other popular periodicals, he continued: 

“There is no door shut in the face 
of the advertiser. He enters with 
equal facility the cottages of the poor 
and the palaces of the rich. He virtu- 
ally directs what the nation shall eat, 
' @rink and wear, how it shall live and, 
in some instances, how it shall be 
buried. 

“For the first time in the history of 
this organization, it is today abso- 
lutely nationa! in scopeé,as well as in 
spirit. Today we-.welcome delegates 
from the splendid clubs of New Eng- 
land. New York city has sent able 
representatives to assist in our work 
The clubs of the Pacific coast, which 
are represented here, will tell you of 
the work they are trying to do, and 
will carry back with them inspirations 
that will mean much for advertising 
in that glorious region of the far 
west. You cannot begin to measure 
the zone of your influence. 

“As stated to you on a> number of 
occasions during the past ten months, 
it is my ambition that this convention 
be a great educational! institute, that 
there may be more advertising and that 
we may have better advertising. My 
hope is that the advertisements, wheth- 
er they be on the billboard, the painted 
wall or the printed page, may always 
be clean, truthful and honest. While 
I have little expectation of seeing the 
millennium, yet the wonderful! advance 
along such lines, as shown.in the past 
few years, leads me to believe that 
-the greater proportion of advertising 


will soon be absolutely truthfu; ar‘ 
clean. Why shouldn't it be? 


ing for profit. 

“If the advertiser himself does not 
realize that’ in order to be success- 
ful he must be honest, the publica- 
tions themselves are going to bar him 
out; they will do so, not only from a 
sense of obligation to their readers, but 
from a lively sense of self-preserva- 
tion—their high-grade advertisers will 
demand it.’ 

In conclusion, President Dobbs said: 

“We must not delude ourselves for 
one moment that we can go into com- 
petition with well-established socia! 
organizations or call ourselves adver- 
tising clubs and run them along purely 
social lines. The only excuse that 
an ad club has for existence is the 
study and betterment of. advertising, 
and when that creed is gotten away 
from, for heaven's sake quit calling it 
an ad club: put an honest label on 
it, otherwise the pure food law will 
get you. 

‘T have not found the position of 
president of the Associated Advertis- 
ing Clubs of America a sinecure, nor 
did I anticipate it would be. 

“Tt have not found the 
ties of this office any child’s play, but 
| believe that the progress made dur- 
ing the past ten months, while 
source of sincere congratulation, should 
not be the cause of a feeling of con 
tentment. Just realize that the Asso- 
clated Advertising Clubs of America 
are only starting. upon the work that 
they are to accomplish and piay for 
big results.”’

Only a few minutes before his week's 
work was to have closed, Arthur R: 
Peavy, a carpenter, 27 years of age, of 
17 Holderness street, fell from the top 
floor of the Forsyth bultiding, at 11:50 
o'clock yesterday morning, and was 
mangled almost beyond recognition on 
the Luckie street pavement ten stories 
below.

The proceeds of the entertainment 
will be devoted to an exceedingly 
worthy cause, the development of the 
institutional work of the First Con- 
gregational church, an organization 
which has been most effective in uplift- 
ing the colored people of this city, 
morally, physically and mentally. 

Work of Negro Church. 

Responding to the call for social 
service among the 55,000 negroes in 
greater Atlanta, the First Congrega- 
tional church, under the leadership of 
its pastor, Rev. H. H. Proctor, was re- 
organized into an institutional church 
two years ago. To meet the needs of 
an institutional church a new building 
was required. This was erected at a 
cost of $60,000, of which the white 
people of Atlanta contributed $6,000. 
The building is open all the time, and 
under ite roof various forms of activity 
are carried on. There is a library of 
3,000 volumes, open from early morning 
until late at night. A gymnasium 
draws the boys from the street; with 
this there is a bath, the only shower 
bath for colored people in the city, 
with one exception. There is also a 
model kitchen where girls are taught 
to cook. A kindergarten is carried on: 
also sewing classes. In fact, the chufch 
is a beehive of industry. Its doors are 
never shut, and a welcome is given to 
all who come. But the work of the 
church does not stop here; missions 
are carried on in sium and prison: 
open air meetings have been held on 
Decatur street. 

The work of this church has  at- 
tracted national attention. President 
Taft made a specia! visit to it just be- 
fore he was inaugurated, and Booker 
T. Washington turned the first spade 
ef earth for the new building. The 
membership of the church includes 
some of the very best and most sub-

owning, home-loving people. It is the 
rarest thing that an arrest is made of 
a member of the Congregational church. 
Their manner of worship is quiet and 
orderly, and does not differ from the 
ordinary church among any people. 
There is no excess of emotionalism. A 
high standard of living is insisted on. 
A rigid form of discipline is exercised. 

But the unique feature about the 
church is its institutional work, as in- 
dicated in the facilities already re- 
ferred to. To operate such a church is 
expensive. With such churches in the 
north, there-is usually connected some 
rich man.
